Charg>d That Steel Officials Want 
an Outbreak So That the Mili- 
tia May Be Asked For. 
Strikers Advised To 
Be Quiet.

Pittsburg, Pa., July 23.—The combine 
forces have decided to carry the strike 
into the courts. It is learned today that 
Judge P. M. Smith, of Wellsville, Ohio, 
has been retained by the American Sheet 
Steel Company to prepare papers for 
presentation within a few days to a fed- 
eral court, asking for a restraining order 
to stop strikers from accosting or mo- 
lesting in any way non-union men on the 
highways. The move promises a crisis in 
the strike, thus far one of watchfulness 
and waiting. Judge Smith spent the day 
with Manager Persifer Smith and the 
starting of the Wellsville and McKeesport 
plants were discussed in detail. 

The application for an injunction may 
be made in the United States district 
court and at first will apply only to Wells- 
ville, but it is belfeved the plan is. to 
pursue similar tactics at McKeesport and 
other places where necessary. 

Following this the rumor is in circula- 
tion that a carload of men wi!l run into 
Wellsville tomorrow to supplement the 
force now at work. This latter story has 
not been verified up to midnight. Outside 
of these incidents, the actual strike status 
{fs unchanged. 

According to strike leaders, the officials 
of the Wellsville mill are apparently seek- 
ing to bring on an open conflict in order 
to invoke the aid of the sheriff's deputies 
and, if possible, the militia. Earnest and 
renewed warnings have been sent to the 
strikers to remain cool and keep within 
the law. 

There was much indignation among the 
strikers today over a report that Major 
A. PF. Dennis, of Wellsville, had calfed 
two strikers, Patrick O’Connor and Dan- 
fel Dumbaugh, before him and forbidden 
them to talk to men on the way to the 
mill in the effort to keep them from going 
to work. Vice President Chappell, of the 
Amalgamated Association, immediately 
sought the mayor and asked him what 
he meant by trying to abridge the right 
of free speech. Mayor Dennis denied that 
he had forbidden the strikers to talk, 

The reports from McKeesport tonight 
are of a quieting nature and no exciting 
incidents are looked for at present at that 


point. 

From Sharon a telegram was received 
tonight saying: 

“A bill for a preliminary injunction has 
been granted by Judge Miller, restraining 
the strikers at the American Steel Casting 
Company works from. entering the 
grounds of the company. A hearing will 
be held on July 25th.’’ 


MRS. McKINLEY BRINGS SUIT. 


Wife of President Seeks To Recover 
a Gold Mine. 

Ely, Nevada., July 23.—Suit has been 
begun in the United States court at Car- 
son by Mrs. Ida McKinley, wife of the 
president, and ‘Mrs. Mary B. Barber 
against John Steele, William Hayes and 
others to recover possession of the Eli- 
jah mine, one of the patented claims of 
the Canton Mining Company, on which 
the defendants are operating, gnd also 
for $10,000 damages for ore taken out and 
shipped by defendants during the period 
of occupancy of the mine. 

Steele is the owner of the Macon city 
mine, adjoining the Elijah, and denies 
that he has extracted ore from the pat- 
ented claim, all his workings being welt 
within his own lines.

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NEGROES MAY CAUSE RIO1 


Five Hundred Alabama Blacks Will 
Reach Chicago Today. 


HIRED BY STEEL COMPANY 


White Laborers Muttering and Are 
Backed by Citizens—Predicted 
That Trouble Will Follow. 


Chicago, July 23.—The advent at Mel- 
rose park tomorrow of 500 negro working- 
men, twenty-five women and three 
preachers, imported from Mobile, Ala., 
by the Latrobe steel and coupler works, 
is awaited with interest by the residents 
of that suburb and the 600 workmen now 
employed in the plant. Threats of the 
workmen to strike for higher wages are 
believed by many to have been the cause 
of the importation. This is denied by 
the officials of the company. They say 
that the only reason the negroes are 
brought here is that it has been impos- 
sible to secure sufficient white help to 
do the work demanded from the Latrobe 
company by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. 

To the workmen still in the factory this 
reason is significant. All afternoon a 
parallel was drawn between the pending 
state of affairs in Melrose Park and the 
rumors of the importation of colored men 
to the Pennsylvania works of the Steel 
corporation. 

“They are going to try it on the dog 
out here first,"" was the remark made 
by one of the workmen. 

For the accommodation of the new men 
long wooden sheds have been erected in 
the Latrobe company’s yards. There, it 
is said, the new men will sleep and be 
protected should there be any uprisine 
against them. Directly outside the gate 
an enormous tent has been erected by a 
saloonkeeper of Melrose Park. who has 
a contract with the Latrobe steel works 
to feed the negroes. 

Employees of the works declare that 
a number of extra guards have been em- 
ployed by the company, and they assert 
this is an indication that trouble is ex- 
pected. The Latrobe company day Jabor- 
ers at Melrose Park receive 14 cents an 
hour and the mill men 17 cents. 

An improm~tu mass meeting was held 
tonight in front of the village hall. Res- 
idents of slaywood, Melrose Park and 
Beliwood gathered till fully 3,000 people 
were in attendance to protest against 
the importation. While no direct threats 
were made it was prophesied that trouble 
would follow the.arrtyal of the imported 
laborers. A committee was appointed to 
confer with the officials of the comnany 
and .an.effort was made tonight to confer 
with Governor Yates by telephone to see 
if he would not take some immediate 
action to prevent the importation of the 
negroes. 

Negroes Stopped at Birmingham. 
NEGROES STOPPER AT B’MINGHAM 

Birmingham, Ala., July 23.—The expor- 
tation of 400 negro laborers to Chicago 
and other northwestern cities to work in 
steel mills was stopped here tonight by 
the arrest of H. R. Bell and D. M. Ryan, 
two negro labor agents. The arrests were 
made on warrants sworn out by an attor- 
ney of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail- 
way Company, charging the defendants 
with enticing, decoying and persuading 
Servants of that company to leave its ser- 
vice, This is a misdemeanor in Alabama. 

These two men have been in the Bir- 
mingham district for several days organ- 
izing a crowd of negroes to go to Chicago 
and other northwestern cities, and as a 
resuit of their work one furnace of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railway Com- 
pany was banked last night on account of 
scarcity of negro labor. 

The negroes were to leave on a late 
train tonight, but when the organizers 
were arrested their ranks were broken in 
great confusion, and but few of them 
left for the northwest. 

It is said that some of the negroes had 
intended taking the places of strikers in 
the Pennsylvania mills. 


LOST MONEY AND SQUEALED. 


Bettor at Washington Park Has 
Twelve ‘‘Bookies” Indicted. 


Chicago, July 2.—Twelve men who are 
well known in racing circles were indict- 
ed by the grand jury today on a charge 
of bookmaking at Washington park. The 
cases were taken before the jury on com- 
plaint of Edwin Crossau, a carpenter, 
who declared he Jost between $600 and $700 
at the track. Those against whom the 
bills were voted are: Ed Austin, George 
Rose, H. Waterman, Charles Peck, I.

THEY BURIED THE HATCHET. 


Brownlow Admits That He 
Evans Held Conference. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 23.—Congress- 
man W. P. Brownlow was recently quoted 
as having denied that a conference was 
held between himself and Pension Com- 
missioner He Clay Evans in Washington 
to put an end to republican factional 
fights in Tennessee. In :é¢gard to this 
alieged interview Congressman Brown- 
low says: 

“The statement that I had stated that 
there d been no meeting between Mr. 
Evans and myself is absolutely false. At 
the instance of some friends of Mr. Evans 
we met in Washington and discussed 
matters pertaining to Tennessee politics, 
but there was no agreement reached and 
no agreement was necessary to be 
reached. There has never, at any time. 
been any conflict of ambition between 
Mr. Evans and myself. 

“Mr. Evans and myself both thought 
that the factional fight that had been 
going on in Tennessee wag iriurious to 
the republican party, and we so believing. 
detegmined that, so far as we were con- 
cerned, it should cease,”’

Washington, July 23.—With the excep- 
tion of scattered - thunderstorms, the 
most important of which, so far at least 
as reports to the weather bureau show, 
was that at North Platte, Neb., where 
.01 of an inch of rain fell, the drought 
and intense heat continued today 
throughout the states of the corn belt. 
Temperatures today again averaged over 
100 degrees in that area, the thirty- 
sixth consecutive day in which the ther- 
mometer has risen to 90 degrees and high- 
er. Aside from North Platte, a trace of 
rain was Officially reported at Des 
Moines, .02 of an inch at Kansas City, 
some rainfall in north central Texas, 
some in Arkansas, some in south Texas 
and also some in northern Minnesota. 
in other sections Official Forecaster 
Frankenfield says there may have been 
thunder showers, as reported in the dis- 
patches, though the bureau has no ad- 
vices other than those theretofore stated 
from {ts observers. These storms, he 
said, brought only temporary relief and 
afford little sustenance to the over- 
parched ground, which after the greatly 
protracted period of drought needs a 
general rain. 

According to present indications there 
seems to be no prospect of such a down- 
pour for the next two days, at least. 
Beyond. that time the officials will not 
make any predictions. Generally speak- 
ing, the temperature in the super-heated 
area were not so high as on yesterday, 
but such falls as may have occurred 
have been due entirely to local changes 
and not to any general differences in at- 
mospheric conuitions. 

The hot weather also continued in the 
northwest, Bismarck, N. D., reporting a 
record-breaking temperature of 106 de- 
grees. There is no prospect of any re- 
lief from prevailing conditions in the 
central valleys and the middle west, and 
Forecaster Frankenfield tonight repeats 
his forecasts of continued warm weather 
with light and scattered thunderstorms 
for that section. The only rains indi- 
cated are local thunder showers in the 
southern states and Rocky mountain re- 
gion. 

Some of the maximum temperatures re- 
ported to the weather bureau at various 
places today were:

North Platte, 92; Omaha, 102; Pittsburg, 
88; St. Louis, 106; St. Paul, 100; Spring- 
field, Ill., 100; Washington, D. C., 9; 
Springfield, Mo., 106. 


CORN CROP HAS BEEN RUINED. 


Reports Show That Damage Has Not 
Been Exaggerated. 

New York, July 23.—The Journal of 
Commerce, which today telegraphed to 
a large number of bank presidents in 
Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri and Kansas, 
tomorrow will print a special report which 
will say: 

“There is reason for believing that the 
early reports of damage to the corn crep 
by the drought have not been exagger- 
ated. On the contrary, it is quite evident 
that the situation is very much worse 
than at first reported and that now much 
of the injury is beyond repair. 

‘The region of worst dantage lies with- 
in an irregular circle of about 600 miles 
in diameter with St. Joseph, Mo., as an 
approximate center. 

‘In Kansas many answers reported 7 
per cent damage to corn; in Missouri the 
majority. reports are between 53 and 75 


iv 
per cent damage; in Nebraska the reports 
are generally between 33 and BO per cent, 
while the majority is between 25 and 
30 per cent. ; 

“Tt would seem from the returns given 
that a loss of ® per cent in this district 
would be an exceedingly moderate esti- 
mate. This would indicate a loss cf at 
least 312,000,000 bushels in the region of 
greatest drought and probably consid?ra- 
bly more. It should be borne in mind 
that these figures and reports refer only 
to the smal] district of greatest damage.”’ 


KANSANS ARE IN TORTURE. 


Mercury as High as 110 and No Re- 
lief in Sight. 


Topeka, July 23.—Temperatures in Kan- 
sas today were as high as 110, and in no 
case were figures less than 100 reported. 
A death from heat occurred in Abilene 
and prostrations in Leavenworth, Atchi- 
son, Emporia, Osage City, Topeka and 
some of the smaller towns, 

Thunder storms of various degrees of 
intensity came during the afternoon. No 
relief other than a slight cooling of the 
atmosphere resulted. 

Everything is stifled with dust and wa- 
ter is becoming very scarce. Over a 
month of 100 degrees, temperature with 
hardly any rain is the story reported to- 
night from many Kansas counties. 

Pending the coming of rain, farmers are 
rushing their stock to market, trying to 
buy feed for their stock and hunting for 
water. : 

In the cities the price of milk and other 
farm products have largely increased. 


Too Hot To Work at Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., July 23.—All heat rec- 
ords were broken here today when at 
4 o'clock the ‘government thermometer 
registered 104 degrees. Workmen on sev- 
eral buildings in the course of construc- 
tion were compelled to suspend opera- 
tions during the afternoon. There is no 
immediate prospect for relief. Several 
wholesale houses have called in their 
drummers, the country merchants, it is 
claimed, refusing to order new stocks of 
goods until the effects of the drought 
are fully known. 


Lord Kitchener Reperts Another Re- 
verse in South Africa. 


BOERS DRIVE THEIR FOES 


After All-Day Fight Part of French’s 
Command Was Forced To 
Retreat. 


—_—---— 


London, July 23.—The British war office 
has received the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria, July 
23d: : 

“A train from Cape Town with 113 de- 
tails and stores was held up, captured 
and burned at Scheepers, eight miles 
north gf Beaufort West, on the morning 
of pat 21st. ur casualties were three 
killed and eighteen wounded. An inquiry 
is proceeding. 

“French reports that Crabbe, with 300 
men, was attacked in the mountains near 
Cradock by Kritzinger July ist. The 
horses stampeded. An all-day fight fol- 
lowed. Crabbe fell back on Mortimer. 
Our loss was slight.” 

The presentation of the freedom of the 
city of London to Lord Milner, of Cape 
Town, at the Guild hall today was made 
the occasion of another jingo demonstra- 
tion in favor of the war ih south Afric 
and the policy of the government. 

Lord Milner, in a speech, said the com- 
promising of the settlement of the south 
African situation by injudicious conces- 
sions must not be thought of, nor should 
the risk df a popular rising he run by 
treating deliberate and  crime-stained 
treason as a venial offense. 

The speaker said there was an immense 
difference between the stout old burghers 
of the late republics and the “roving ruf- 
fians,’’ harrowing their fellow British sub- 
jects of Cape Colony. While it was re- 
solved to treat the old. burghers, when 
the war was over, with fairness and ev2n 
generosig’, convincing them that though 
they had lost independence they had not 
lost their freedom, continued Lord Mil- 
ner, the loyalists in south Africa, who 
had shown such splendid devotion to the 
empire and the work of reconstruction 
already going on should not be alienated. 
By the bold development of resources 
and an incorruptible government it was 
hoped, his lordship concluded, soon to re- 
lieve Great Britain of what had been 
called the ‘obsession’ of south Africa. 

Boers Expect No Aid. 

Cape Town, July 2.—It is reported that 
General DeLary has informed‘the Klerks- 
dorp commando that there is no longer 
any chance of European intervention and 
that they must fight the war out to the 
bitter end entirely on their own account. 


KING'S “LOYAL” AMERICANS. 


On Receiving a Medal, Edward VII 
Uses Queer Language. 

London, July 23.—Much_ gossip in 
American and English soctety has been 
caused by the presentation to King Ed- 
ward yesterday by some American ladies 
of the hospital ship Maine committee of a 
medal commemorative of the ladies’ work 
with a request that the king transmit 
the medal to Queen Alexandra. It seems 
that the idea was opposed by a number 
of the influential n.embers of the commit- 
tee on the ground that the King did not 
want the medal, but the others carried 
the day. 

The king’s reply to 
which made the preserit nis causing 
some* Gomment, as he “thanked the 
American committee’ for their ‘“‘loyal, 
dutiful sentiments,” as he did the Kan- 
sas legislature in answering their tele- 
gram of-condolence cn the queen's death, 
and as he also thanked the committee 
for bringing their valuable services to a 
culmination by presenting the ship to the 
government, whereas %his was done sole- 
ly by Bernard Baker, of Baltimore. 
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ITALY SEEMS TO BE SATISFIED 


With the Attitude of United States 
in Regard to Lynching. 

Rome, July 23.—In accordance with in- 
structions from Washington the Amer- 
ican charge d'affaires here has informed 
Signor Prinetti, the Italian minister of 
foreign affairs, that the federal govern- 
ment will take every legal means to as- 
sure the punishment of the lynchers of 
Italians in Mississippi. 

In this connection Signor Prinetti ex- 
pressed his fall confidence that those 
guilty of the lynching would be sought 
out ‘by competent authorities. He also 
said he felt sure the criminals would not 
go unpunished, after what had happened 
in some preceding cases. 

Washington, Julv 23.—The Italian con- 
sul at Vicksbure, Miss., telegraphed to- 
day to the Italian authorities here that 
he had forwarded affidavits fully estab- 
lishing the Italian nationality of the men 
lynched at Erwin, Miss., a few days ago. 
He reports also that the chances are 
improving for the apprehension of the 
lynchers. 
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THOUSANDS ARE SAVED DAILY. 


Reign of Economy Seems To Be On 
in Philippines. 

Manila, July 23.—The reports submitted 
to Adjutant General Corbin by Major 
James.B. Aleshire, in charge of the water 
transportation ‘department of the army 
at Manila, shows the saving of $3,000 
daily for the last three months. Since 
Major Aleshire took charge of this de- 
partment the number of vessels char- 
tered by the government as transports, 
etc., has been reduced from ten'®o five, 
and the lighters and launches chartered 
by the government have been reduced 
by one-half. The concentration of the 
American troops under three brigades at 
Manila, Dagunan, Illoilo ar Cebu will 
further reduce the army’s need of 
launches. It is expected, in view of this 
econonmy, to operate some transpopts di- 
rect between Manila and New York. 

Adjutant General Corbin recommends 
the use of two of the fastest transports 
in a monthly mail service between San 
Francisco and uwianila, tO insure qyick 
handling of the mails. 
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BOOMS PALMA FOR PRESIDENT. 


Gomez Wants Him To Preside Over 
Cuba’s Destinies. 

Havana, July 23.—Generg] Maximo Go- 
mez, in the course of an Open letter set- 
ting forth the objects of his recent trip 
to the United States, asserts that he 
went to New York with a view of im- 
pressing upon Estrada Palma the neces- 
sity of coming to Cuba to bg the first 
president of the republic. 

“Senor Palma has shown capacity for 
governing, as witness his course in the 
war of 1868, and also as chief of the dele- 
gation during the last war,’’ says Gen- 
eral Gomez. “His official purity while 
occupying those positions places Cuba 
under obligations to him. Not one of 
us has such a standing as he has with 
the American people and their prominent 
men. 

‘Taking into consideration the fortul- 
tous relations which the Cuban republic 
will bear to the United States, Senor 
Palma is the most available and is the 
only candidate. Cubans ought to make 
him accept. I shall turn all my energy to- 
ward this end and when it has been ac- 
complished I shall keep apart from poli- 


. tics.”’ 


BRITISH TRAIN I$ BURNED

CONSUMPTION SPREAD 
BY DISEASED SPITTLE 


That and That Alone, Dr. Koch Tells 
the Congress, Is the Cause of 
Contagion—Heredity Is an 
Important Factor in the 
Disease, He Says. 


London, July 23.—A feature of today’s 
session of the British congress on tuber- 
culosis was Dr. Robert Koch's paper, 
which was listened to with the deepest 
interest by a big gathering in St. James 
hall. 

During his address to the congress Dr. 
Koch said his experiments had satisfied 
him that human tuberculosis and bovine 
tuberculosis were radically different dis- 
eases and that he had amply demonstrat- 
ed that cattle could not be infected with 
human tuberculosis. The counter propo- 
sition that human beings were not liable 
to infection from bovine’ tuberculosis 
was hard to prove, the doctor said, owing 
to the difficulty of experiments upon hu- 
man subjects, but that personally he was 
satisfied such was the case, and he re- 
cited at length post mortem evidence 
supporting this belief. 

Dr. Koch said if this point wero con- 
ceded it remained to determine the choice 
of contagion. He said that human im- 
munity to bovine infection disposed of 
the belief of infection through dairy 
products and he considered this source 
of danger to be so slight as to be un- 
worthy of precaution. Heredity was also 
an unimportant factor in the transmis- 
sion of tuberculosis, though the contrary 
had been long believed. Dr. Kooh said 
the chief danger of contagion lay in the 
sputum of consumptive patients and that 
a reme@y was to be found in a law pre- 
venting the consumptive from strewing 
the contagion about him. Several meth- 
ods to this end were available, said the 
doctor, the surest being isolation in sani- 
tariums. This, unfortunately was im- 
practicable, but he strongly urged the 
establishment of special consumptive hos- 
pitals and the obligatory notification of 
the authorities of the danger of the dis- 
ease, the difsinfection of their quarters 
whenever consumptives changed residence 
and the dissemination of information to 
the people concerning the true nature of 
consumption to ald in avoiding and com- 
bating it. 

Dr. Koch closed his remarks by ex 
pressing the belief that the ultimate 
stamping out of tuberculosis was possi- 
ble.

TO PROCLAIM FREE TRADE 


President Will Issue Two Proclama- 
tions Thursday—How Foraker 
Act Has Been Dodged. 


Washington, July 2.—Willliam H. Hunt. 
the present seccretary of Porto Rico, has 
been selected to succeed Governor Charles 
H. Allen, upon 
latter from the insular government. 

Governor Allen brought with him to 
Boston all of his household goods when 
he came from San Juan, and he does not 
expect to return to Porto Rico. The 
formal announcement of the selection of 
Mr. Hunt for governor is withheld until 
the regular appointment is mede. and this 
cannot be befcre tha expiration of the 
leave of Governor Allen next September. 

William H. Hunt, who has been select- 
ed to succeed Charles H. Allen as govern- 
or of Porto Rico, was born in New Or- 
leens, La., November 5, 1857, and is the 
fourth son of the late William Henrv 
Hunt, of Louisiana, who was secretary 
of the navy in the cabinets of Presidents 
Gerfield ani Arthur, and minister to Rus- 
When he was twenty-reven vears of 
ege he was elected attorney general of 
the territory of Montana. 

When Governor Allen went to Porto 
Rico he was requested by President Mc- 
Kinley to become secretary of the island, 
and to assisi Governor Allen in organizing 
the new civil government. 

Free trads between the United States 
and Porto Rico will be proclaimed Thurs- 
day. Attorney General Knox is preparing 
the proclamation which will be issued. 
Two proclamations will be issued, the 
first declaring the establishment of civil 
government in Porto Rico and the second 
the establishment of free trade between 
the United States and the Island. 

Although civil government has existed 
for many months in Porto Rico, Governor 
Allen, up t» the time he went to Canton 
on Sunday, supposedly withheld the for- 
mal notification of that fact from the 
president in order that the moneys col- 
lected under the Foraker act might not 
be placed at the disposal of the Porto 
Rican legislature, but could continue to 
be used for the benefit of the island un- 
der the direction of the president. The 
effect of an earlier notification would have 
been a proclamation by the president 
recognizing the establishment of civil 
government and the turning over to the 
insular treasury for the use of the legis- 
lature of all moneys thereafter collected 
under the Foraker act. 

The other proclamation to be made by 
the president on Thursday will recite the 
fact that the legislature has put into 
operation a system of taxation, and will 
proclaim the removal of all duties bé 
tween the United States and Porto Rico.

Admiral Announces That He Is Pre- 
paring To Take This Course. 
Dewey, Benham and Ram- 
say Will Probably 
Form the Court. 


Washington, July 23..—The Washingta 
Post’ last night telegraphed Admira 
Schley that in an editorial it insisted that 
he owed it to himself as well as to his 
friends to begin proceedings against Mr. 
Maclay, the author of the history of the 
United States navy, to disprove the lat- 
ter’s charge, adding: 

“Will you do this? 
ment.’’ 

Today it received the following tele- 
gram: 

“Great Neck, L. I., July 23.—Ed- 
itors Washington Post: I believe 
the first step should be investigation 
of all matters by court, then a civil 
action afterwards. I am preparing 
to take this course. 

“W. S. SCHLEY.”’ 

The Post In the morning, as a result of 
extensive inquiries based on the admiral’s 
dispatch, will say in part: 

‘‘Admiral Schley proposes to ask an In- 
vestigation at the hands of a naval court 
of inquiry and then to sue Historian Mac- 
lay for libel. 

“His action is the sequel to the develop- 
ments during the past week when the en- 
tire country has been stirred by the pub- 
lication of the unexampled abuse poured 
out upon him in the third volume of E. 
S. Maclay’s history of the United States 
navy, in which publication Schley is said 
to have run away ‘in ecaitiff flight’ and 
is in addition denounced as a coward, a 
cur and a traitor.’’ 


Will Be a Notable Court. 

The Schley court of inquiry will un- 
| doubtedly be one of the most celebrated 
in the naval or military history of the 
country. The high rank of the officers 
involved in the controversy and the in- 
tense public feeling which has been 
aroused will combine to give the investi- 
gation a dramatic interest. Nothing has 
occurred in Washington for many years 
that will compare with it. 

The appointment of the court of inquiry 
is expected to be made by Secretary Long, 
though it would be in the power of the 
president to make the selection if he 
chose. This is hardly likely to occur, 
however. 

Admiral Schley’s letter asking for the 
appointment of a court will be addressed 
to Secretary Long, who is his immediate 
chief. To address the communication to 
the president, ignoring Secretary Long, 
would not only be a breach of naval eti- 
quette, but would be totally at variance 
with Schiey’s careful observance of punc- 
tillous procedure. The court, therefore. 
will be named by Secretary Long unless 
he shall prefer to refer the matter to the 
president. 

Secretary Long has stated that if Schley 
requested a court of inquiry he will grant 
the request and he has also expressed his 
willingness to personally select the court. 
While he has not made any statement as 
to its personnel, there is every reason 
to believe that he favors Admiral Dewey 
and Rear Admirals Ramsay and Benham, 
the two latter being now upon the re- 
tired list. The name of Admiral Walker 
has been suggested, but it is known that 
he expressed views on the Sampson- 
Schley controversy in antagonism to 
Schley, and his appointment would there- 
fore be questioned. It is said that Dewey, 
Ramsay and Benham have always care- 
fully avoided giving an opinion as to the 
merits of the controversy. All these offi- 
cers are residents of Washington although 
temporarily out of the city to escape the 
heat, but could be quickly summoned to 
take their place around the table of the

Dewey May Not Serve. 

Three names only are mentioned, but 
that number is specified in the naval reg- 
ulations for courts of inquiry. There Is 
a possibility that Admiral Dewey will 
ask to be excused, which he has a right 
to do, but it is said that if he is specifical- 
ly detafled by the secretary to be on ths 
board it will make his attendance imper- 
ative. Secretary Long has from the mo- 
ment’ that a court of inquiry was sug- 
gested favored the appointment of Ad- 
miral Dewey, believing that his appoint-: 
ment would give character to the court 
and that any decision which it might 
reach would be accepted by the American 
people, 

Admiral Ramsey was for eight years 
at the head of fhe bureau of navigation. 

Admiral Benham camé into prominence 
In 1894 during the brief revolution against 
President Fonca, of Brazil. The Brazilian 
navy, under Admirals Mello and De 
Gama, had revolted and De Gama, in 
command of the Brazilian ships in the 
harbor of Rio de Janeiro, had declared a 
blockade. Admiral Benham was in the 
harbor with an American fleet, consisting 
of the New York, Charleston, Detroit, 
Newark and San Francisco. All the 
Europeans had quietly submitted to De 
Gama, the German commander even fail- 
ing to resent the deliberate firing upon 
the German flag. But Admiral Benham 
sent word to De Gama that the Amert- 
can flag must be respected and that any 
merchantman flying the Stars and Stripes 
would land when and where he pleased. 
The Brazilian admiral defied the Ameri- 
can. Thereupon Benham told him that 
the American ship would be convoyed into 
the harbor and then he ordered hi@ fleet 
cleared for action while the Detroit con- 
voyed the bark Amy to her wharf. De 
Gama fired upon the bark and the next 
moment a solid shot was put into the: 
Trajanao, De Gama’s flagship. That ended 
the controvérsy and thereafter every 
American ship entered the harbor at will.

Treasurer Strahan Has on Hand 
Over $11,000, 


MORE THAN FIRST PAYMENT 


Number of Large Subscriptions Have 
Been Paid in Advance and the 
Money Will Be Invested 
in Georgia State 
Bonds. 


Athens, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—The 
response-of the contributions to the 
alumni endowment fund of the University 
of Georgia is steady and satisfactory. 
Treasurer C. M. Strahan, who sent out 
on the 10th inst, his call for the payment 
of the first installment of the fund, has 
received to date about eleven thousand 
dollars. This is more than the amount 
of the first installment, on unt of 
the fact that a number of large stbscrip- 
tions have been paid in advance. 

When all of the subscribers have re- 
sponded to this call, there will be in the 
hands of the treasurer about fifteen thou- 
send dollars, which will be invested in 
Georgia state bonds or in bonds of the 
larger citi2s of this state, and held until 
the maturity of the entire fund of five 
years from this time, 

Then the alumni gociety will decide 
what is to be done with this money. 
There have been a number of suggestions, 
but the mcst popular seems to be that of 
building a large and handsome alumni 
hall, in which may be provided room for 
the university library, and also a large 
and commodious auditorium.

(This refers to the turning of the fleet 
from Santiago toward Key West.) 

Fourth—The battle of Santiago and the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet. 

It is expected that Admiral Schley, in 
his letter to the secretary requesting a 
court of inquiry. will specify these 
grounds of criticism, and that Secretary 
Long will, in turn, repeat them in his 
orders assembling the court. | 

It is expected that as soon as Secretary 
Long receives the request for a court 
of inquiry from Admiral Schley he will 
name its personnel and issue an order 
for its assembling. It may be some time, 
however, before the court can get down 
to work. A host of naval officers will 
have to be summoned, and these officers 
are now scattered over the four quarters 
of the globe. 

A court of inquiry differs from a court- 
martial in that it has no power to in- 
flict a sentence. It is organized simply 
for the purpose _of investigating questions 
of fact, but it has ample authority to 
make the inquiry complete and exhaust- 
ive. Under the naval regulations Ad- 
miral Schley will be allowed the attend- 
ance of counsel, who will have the right 
to suggest questions to the judge advo- 
cate. 

The sessions of the court undoubtedly 
will be open, although its members have 
the right to prevent this. There is no 
appeal from the decision of the cow% as 
to the exclurgion or admission of testi- 
mony.

Climax of Alabama Constitution 
Makers Is at Hand,

CONSIDERATION OF SECTION 


‘Committee Makes Its Reports and 
Three Paragraphs Are Dis- 
cussed and Passed During 
the Session. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 23.—(Special.)— 
| "The constitutional convention took up 
the suffrage article today in the pres- 
, ence of crowded galleries. The meeting 
' ‘Was spent in clearing off reconsiderations 
‘gnd hearing a suffrage ordinance intro- 
duced by Mr. Lowe and making spectal 
rules for the suffrage discussion. | 

Mr. Lowe’s ordinance provides, as the 
only suffrage qualifjcation, a poll tax of 
$ for persons under forty-five and $1.50 
for those of that age and over. It was 
Gecided that after the article ha@ been 
discussed and adopted section by section, 
substitutes to the whole article will be 
in order. Mr. Lowe will then offer his 
ordinance as a substitute. 

The debate was opened by a general 
argument on the whole article by the 
chairman of the committee, Judge Cole- 
man, who described it as the best the 
committee could do with the federal con- 
stitution on one side and the pledges o/ 
the democratic platform on the other. 
The committee had felt bound by that 
platform and therefore bound to disfran- 
chise no v ‘ite man. The committee was 
perfectly lling to submit to the judg- 
“ment of the convention, and if improve- 


ment could be made, to accept it. His 
allusion to the grandfather clause was 
roundly applauded. 

Section 1 confined the right to vote to 
citizens of this state who are citizens 
of the United States. The present con- 
stitution allows those foreigners who 
‘have only declared their intention to be- 
come citizens to vote. Mr Beddow 
promptly introduced an amendment to 
restore this provision. A lively debate 
followed, and even the president, Mr. 
Knox, came down to contend for the 
‘section as reported. The argument for 
the amendment was that the section took 
‘the right to vote from some white men 
‘who now have that right, and therefore 
‘was against the platform.

West Florida Annexation. 


Section 49, which came up Monday, 
rought on an interesting discussion.

In the event of annexation of 
any foreign territory to this state, the 
legislature shall enact laws extending to 
the inhabitents:of the acquired territory, 
all the rights and privileges which may 
be acquired by the terms of the acquisi- 
tion. anything in this constitution to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

gs follows: 

Amend section 49 by striking out in 
lines three and four, and add “should 
the state purchase such foreign territory 
the legislature, with the approval of the 
governor, shall be authorized to expend 
any money in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, and if necessary, to 

rovide also for the issuance of state 
bonds to pay for the purchase of such 
foreign territory, not inconsistent with 
this constitution.’’

MORE PROTECTION WANTED 


Mississippi Banks the Subject of 
More Litigation. 


NEW! STATEMENTS DEMANDED 


Auditor Cole Asserts That Financial 
Institutions Are Playing a 
Double Game. 


Jackson, Miss., July 23.—(Spectal.)— 
The object of Auditor Cole in making 
repeated and rather unexnected demands 
on the state banks in Mississippi for 
financial statements and information ad- 
ditional to that required by law, is now 
made apparent. There exists ~ood reason 
to believe that some of the banking iIn- 
stitutions in the state should rest under 
the ban of suspicion. It has recently 
developed that some banks have made 
Statements to assessors in regard to their 
capital stock which are radically at va- 
riance with actual facts, the tendency be- 
ing to lower the value, in some tnstances 
the assessed value being 30 per cent lower 
than the actual market value. 

In other instances there have been 
grounds to believe that the banking re- 
ports altered material facts to suft the 
favor of the institution making report. 
A short time aro Auditor Cole strongly 
advised that the banks of the state. be 
plaeed under closer supervision, and he 
will renew this recommendation to the 
next session of the legislature. It ig be- 
HNeved that Mr. Cole's ideas on the sub- 
ject will be indorsed by Governor Lon- 
gino’s message, and this tatter official is 
now being urged to recommend the pas- 
Sage of. a law giving depositors more 
protection.

Raiding Squad in Charleston 
Has Been Withdrawn 


MAYOR SMYTH ISSUES ORDER 


State Having Deprived the City of 
Its Share of Profits in Liquor 
Traffic, No Attempt Will 
Be Made To Stop 
Blind Tigers. 


Charleston, 8. C., July 23.—(Spectal.)—A 
sensational move has been made here 
in the dispensary situation, and practi- 
cally all restraint of blind tigers has 
been withdrawn. When the state author- 
ities withheld the dispensary profits from 
the city Mayor Smyth issued orders to 
the police department by which ‘qe raid- 
ing squad was notified to let the tigers 
alcne. This leaves the unlawful sale of 
lfquor free from interference. Under the 
present arrangement the whisky element 
is master of the situation and the blind 
tiger business will thrive without fear 
of being troubled or sent to court. It is 
true that a number of liquor constables 
employed by the state will make occa- 
sional raids, but without the aid and co- 
operation of the police department thes: 
state officers will not be able to accom- 
plish anything. 

Because of the fight between the state 
and the city authorities the blind tiger 
business will be allowed to pursue its 
uninterrupted way. It could scarcely have 
been expected that the city would ~o on 
paying out the money of its @xpayers 
to have the law enforced when it was to 
get none of the nrofits of the liquor traffic. 
It is understood that the efforts made 
to enforce the law here have been costing 
the city several thousands of dollats an- 
nually. This was to he expected when 
the city was receiving her share of the 
dispensary profits, but now the state 
board is going to withhold .the profits 
and the city will withdraw the men who 
have heretofore been assigned to dispen- 
sary duty. 

The raiding squad has been withdrawn 
and assigned to regular duty on the 
streets. Chief Boyle said that if the state 
constables called upon his department for 
ald at any time he supposed it would be 
given prom~‘!*. but as far as raiding 
was concerned that that would be left 
exclusively to the state authorities, who 
had taken charge of ft. 

This puts a new phase on the situation 
here. The action taken by the municipal 
authorities will scarcely occasion any 
great surprise. In view of the action of 
the state board of directors there was 
little. else left for them to: do.. Time 
alone will show how much bétter, if 
any, the state constables succeeded in 
enforcing the law than the local police 
have done. 


CHARBON WELL KILLED OUT. 


New Animals Are Being Carried Into 
the Delta Section. 

Jackson, Miss., July 23.—(Spectat?.)— 
While the disease still exists in some 
localities in the delta in a more or less 
virulent form, the epidemtc of charbon is 
now virtually at an end, and there {fs no 
longer any fear of the contagion spread- 
ing throughout the state. The Pasteur 
virus has been used in immense quanti- 
ties and with excellent effect. In some 
sections of the delta new animals are 
being imported to take the place of those 
killed by the disease, and the abandon- 
ment of crops will be very small, as the 
epidemic occurred at a season of the year 
when little farm work was necessary. A 
remarkable feature of the epidemic Is 
the large percentage of deaths among 


- animals along the river front, while back 


of the levees the death rate was very 
small. 


ARE BUILDING BRANCH LINES. 


Illinois Central Is Running Tracks 
Into the Delta. 

Jackson, Miss., July 23.—(Special.)— 
When contracts at present under way 
are completed the Illinois Central road 
will have practically completed its work 
of honeycombing the Mississinni delta 
with branch lines, and it is not expected 
that there will be any more railroad con- 
struction in that section of:-the state for 
some time to come. The Illinois Central 
now owns and operates 902.89 miles of 
road in Mississippi, the greater portion of 
which is through the delta country, and 
quite a large percentage of this is. of 
recent construction. Last year the road 
built 111.81 miles in Mississippi, and about 
ninety miles is now in course of construc- 
tion, with contracts pending for a forty- 
five mile line from Yazoo City to Vicks- 
burg and twenty-five miles from Yazoo 
City to Belzoni.

Receivers Named for Capital Syndi- 
cate Company of Texas. 


WRONG DOING IS ALLEGED 


Charged That Chicago Capitalists 
Are Trying To “Freeze Out’’ 
Other Stockholders. 


Fort Worth, Tex., July 23.—The Capital 
Freehold Land and Investment Company, 
better known as ‘“‘The Capital Syndicate 
Company,’” whose property is estimated 
to be valued at from between $8,000,099 
and $10,000,000, hag passed into the hands 
of receivers. The petition was filed in 
behalf of Margaret Anna Babcock and 
Maurice B. Brown, of Chicago, who are 
represented to be minority stockholders. 
Judge Wallace today appointed J. V. 
Goode, of this city, late general superin- 
tencent of the Fort Worth and Denver 
City Reilroad Company, and at present 
president of the National Lumber Co™m- 
pany, and W. H. Fuqua, president of the 
First National bank of Amarillo, re 
ceivers. Mr. Goode’s bond was fixed at 
$390,000, which he filed this afternoon. 

The petiticn alleged, among other 
things, that Messrs. J. V. Farwell, C. B. 
Farwell and Abner Taylor, of Chicago, 
own a controlling interest in the com- 
pany, and that they illegally leased to 
themselves the land and cattle of the 
corporation, and that they turned ithe 
ranch and cattls over to themselves un- 
der what is alleged .to be a permanent 
lease. The further allegation is made 
that they are selling the best portion of 
the ranch, which is well watered, to the 
detriment of the ranch property as a 
whole.

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Is Daylight Breaking? 


The Constitution has published much 
of late giving both sides of the fran- 
chise Grants now before the aldermanic 
board, presenting the contention of the 
Fourth Ward Citizens’ Committee, the 
views of the people of the seventh 
ward, and on the other side the re- 
plies of the aldermen whose position is 
criticised. 

Yesterday morning we presented a 
statement made in behalf of the Atlan- 
ta Railway and Power Company by 
Mr. Joel Hurt. One feature of this 
communication is particularly signifi- 
cant—Mr. Hurt’s practical acceptance 
of the proposition to parallel that part 
of the Peters street line of his com- 
pany which will enable the competing 
company to operate a direct line out 
Peters street to Oak street in West 
End, and then out Oak street to the 
city limits. Of this Mr Hurt says: 

But should it be deemed advisable, de- 
spite the objections of citizens on the 
street, to grant a permit for an additional 
line on Peters street, it is not necessary 
to condemn an additional block on White- 
hall for that purpose. The new tracks 
could leave Whitehall street at Hunter 
etreet, where the tracks-of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company are now 
already cut by the tracks of the Transit 
company, and could pass down Hunter to 
Madison avenue and out Madison avenue 
to Peters street.» This would not interfere 
with the tracks of the Railway company, 
except for a very short distance between 
Mitchell and Nelson streets on Madtson 


* and where the interference would be far 


less injurious than on Whitehall street. 
Besides, if the council grant permission 
and the Transit company will pay for the 
change, the tracks of the Railway and 
Power company or Madison avenue may 
be removed entirely and placed upon the 
extension of Nelson street through to 
Forsyth street, and thus furnish a line 
to the Transit company all the way from 
Whitehall street out Hunter to the junc- 
tion of Peters and Walker streets on 
Peters street, without condemnation or 
paralleling the tracks of the Railway and 
Power company at any point, except the 
short distance along Hunter between 
Whitehall and Broad. At this point the 
Railway and Power company had but 
one track upon which cars are operated 
one way oni. and to parallel that would 
cause less hurt than any other, provided 
the line is to be built upon Peters street 
at all. So it will appear that the con- 
tentions of the Railway and Power com- 
to be 
made in the interest of the investors in 


‘ that company ang with due regard to the 


principle of equity and justice. 

This suggestion, if adopted, would 
bring the Rapid Transit company 
across the railroads at Peters street to 
Trinity avenue, and the question then 
would be as to reaching the center of 
the city. The franchise as asked for 
grants the right to use Trinity avenue 
to Whitehall, then condemns the tracks 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company up Whitehall to the Rapid 
Transit company’s lines at Mitchell. 
Mr. Hurt suggests that the competing 
company, instead of condemning the 
extra block of his company on White- 
hall street, turn from Trinity avenue 
into Madison avenue, thence to Hun- 
ter and up Hunter to the Transit com- 
pany's tracks at Whitehal]. This would 
narrow the contention to which of two 
sides of a quadrangle should be used to 
reach the center of the city, and it 
seems that out of the question as thus 
presented some satisfactory agreement 
should be reached. 

If the aldermanic board would pro- 
ceed to the settlement of this question 
with the view of serving first and fore- 
most the city’s welfare before the inter- 

of any private corporation, it 
could easily solve the problem. It 
ghould keep several things in view; 
firat, that the people along and adja- 
cent to the streets affected by the pro- 
eye lines are anxious for the facili- 
es offered them and will not be trifled 
with by any effort to deny them the 
competition now offered them; that 
no condition should be made to apply 
to one company that does not apply 
to another; that the right to condemn 
®@ part of the tracks of one company to 
enable a competing company, where 
Becessary, to reach the center of the 
eity is the inalienable prerogative of 
municipal administration. This power 


~@oes not necessarily mean that one 


company should be permitted to loot 
another by indiscriminately taking its 
tracks, but it does mean that where 
absolutely necessary to have any part 
of any company’s lines for such pur- 
pose the city should exercise its pre- 


tive to that end.

defeated outright. If the new company, 
in its desire to reach unoccupied terri- 
tory, could do so by building its Jines 
entirely along unoccupied streets, it 
should have been required to do so. If it 
was absolutely necessary to cross the 
track or to. use a part of the track of an- 
other company to reach ynoccupled 
streets. or unserved territory, it should 
have been permitted to do so only on 
the clearly established showing that no 
other course was available. If, by mak- 
ing such ‘a grant, the city council im- 
pinged upon the legal right of another 
company, the question could have been 
Settled in the eourts. If such a grant 
were legal it would there ‘e approved; if 
not, it would be invalidated. 

This principle should apply to all 
franchises, and it is for the council to 
decide as to the “necessity” warrant- 
ing grants to one company for the use 
of the lines of another. If council errs, 
it becomes a judicia] matter to be set- 
tled by the courts, thus insuring. pro- 
tection against injustice, 

Why should the aldermanic board 
hold up this franchise any longer and 
thus delay the building of these lines, 
when by viewing the matter from an 
unprejudiced and impartial standpoint 
the members of the board could get 
together and adopt franchises which 
will give the people along the proposed 
lines what they want in the way of 
transportation facilities. 

A little common sense, backed by a 
determination to serve the city before 
the interests of any private corpora- 
tion, will settle the whole matter, and 
settle it satisfactorily. Does the alder- 
manic board understand this, or does 
it prefer for the people to take hold 
of the matter and force these fran- 
chises through at the next city elec- 
tion? 

It is a questign of “take it off or 
knock it off.” Will the aldermanic 
board adopt the former or the latter 
of these alternatives? 


Our Trade to the South. 

The increase of our trade in South 
shown by 
the last fiscal reports, is of much more 
importance than might appear upon a 
casual reading. Upun the same con- 
tinent we find over sixty millions of 
people in need of just the class of ex- 
ports sent out from the United States. 
These people have hitherto been sup- 
plied through German, English and 
French mercantile sources, even Amer- 
ican goods destined for South Ameri- 
can ports having to pass through one 
of these channels. 

A synopsis of the fiscal report for 
the past year shows that the total ex- 
ports to South America in 1900 were 
no more than those of 1890, being in 
each of those years, in round numbers, 
$38,000,000. The same statement holds 
good with reference to Central Amer- 
ica, the total exports from the United 
States to ‘Central American states be- 
ing in 1890 and 1900, in each case, in 
round numbers, $5,000,000. It is to 
Mexico and the West Indies that Amer- 
ican exports in the decade 1890-1900 
show the greatest increase. Exports 
to the West Indies in 1890 were $33,- 
000,000 and in 1900 $47,000,000. Ex- 
ports to Mexico in 1890 were $13,000,- 
000 and in 1900 $34,000,000 The total 
exports to Mexico, Central and South 
America and the West Indies in 1899 
were $103,000,000; in 1900, $127,000,000, 
and in 1901, $138,000.000. Thus. the 
figures of 1901 are $35,000,000 greater 
than those of 1899, while the 1899 fig- 
ures are only $1,000,000 greater than 
those of.1893. , | | 

It was one of the greatest concep- 
tions of American politics that led the 
late Mr. Blaine into the calling of the 
Pan-American congress, first held in 
Washington. He recognized the grow- 
ing feeling that there should be com- 
munity of interest between peoples oc- 
cupying the same mainland and that 
traditional differences growing out of 
different national origin and language 
should be removed. Through this 
method he looked for an enlargement 
of the trade of the United States with 
the countries to the south of us. A re- 
markable confirmation of his views 
consisted in the increasing trade built 
up with the republic of Mexico. To 
reach the republics farther south was 
more difficult, and to circumvent our 
success in that direction has been the 
real] ambition of Germany, England 
and France, who wish to maintain 
their own supremacy there. One of the 
dangers growing out of the Spanish- 
American war was that the injection 
of race feeling would interfere with 
the coalescing of North American and 
South American. }krom the figures 
given of increased trade it would ap- 
pear that this danger has been passed, 
and now it becomes necessary to culti- 
vate the closest relations with peoples 
who are bound to be good customers, 
and not to be led into antagonism with 
them by those whose purposes are 
purely selfish. 


The Question of Taxation. 

In discussing the attitude of Mr. 
Bryan in his apparent disinclination 
to take notice of new issues, Hon. 
Thomas L. Johnson made use of the 
remark that the must pressing issue 
of the day is that of taxation. ‘“‘Every 
man,” he said, in effect, “is called upon 
to pay taxes.” and the question is, 
therefore, a personai and a pressing 
one, 

On the same line Mayor Carter Har- 
rison, cf Chicago, has expressed some 
strong opinions. That city is one of 
the worst taxed in the union, and yet 
the burden is so unevenly laid that 
the municipality is almost bankrupt for 
funds. Through the multiplication of 
tax levying bodies. each one proceeds 
to add a mite to the burden. The city 
wants money for municipal purposes 
and proceeds to levy it regardless of 
the exactions of other bodies covering 
the same field. The county officers, 
not to be outdone by those of the city 
in making collections, levy as though 
they were “the only pebbles on the 
beach.” Then follows twelve town gov- 
ernments, each of which regards itself 
as all important and must have funds. 
There is, besides, a school tax levied 
by the board, a library tax creeping in 
on its'own account, a drainage board 
which proceeds to tax and five separate 
park boards, each one of which must 
make a showing as an excuse for its 
existence. Away down below this 
weight of tax assessing power are the 
humble taxpayers, whose only duty is 
to “pay, pay, pay.” 

What is true of Chicago is also meas- 
urably true of every other section of the 
union. Rival and contradictory tax 
collecting powers jostle each other in 
their anxiety to get in a good levy 
upon what the people own. Never 
once is there an attempt to reduce of- 
fice force or to make salaries accord 
with those in commercial life. The 
tax collecting body exists simply as a 
consumer—the more it eats the more 
it wants, and when it has reached the 
limit on its own account it then gets 
associate bodies placed upon the tax 
collecting list, so that between them 
all it is difficult for a man to discov- 
er whether he realiy owns anything 


or not. 
Hence it is that Mayor Harrison, of 


Chicago, is forced to aeclare that while. 


there is a remedy to collect money 
with which to meet legitimate munici- 
pal expenses, the people “are afraid 
that if the taxes are increased the oth- 
er taxing bodies will get“far more than 
their share of the muuey. The number 
of taxing bodies here is an ever- 
increasing curse to the community” 

It is in view of such facts as are 
here demonstrated by the mayor of 
one‘of our most progressive cities that 
the statements of Mr. Johnson as- 
sumes importance. There must come 
a time when the people the union over 
will grow tired of the eternal exactions 
of the tax gatherer, whether federal, 
state or municipal. 
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The Case of Rear Admiral Schley. 


The case of Rear Admiral Schley, 
from being one of a difference of opin- 
ion as to whom merit is due for the 
victory of Santiago, has now developed 
into a great national scandal, in which 
the department of the navy stands at 
a disadvantage. 

With the previous history of this 
unfortunate controversy it is not nec- 
essary to dea] further than to say that 
there were two points of view from 
which it could be discussed with per- 
fect honesty. Whether the man tem- 
porarily absent from the conflict should 
have the credit of victory because of 
his perfection of plans, or whether 
the senior officer, who had no part 
in the plan but whvu did lead in the 
active fight, should have the credit, 
both present points upon which men 
may differ. The latest phase, however, 
is one which exhibits the department 
of the navy engaged in an effort to 
besmirch the character of a valiant of- 
ficer whom it had itself named for pro- 
motion. 

This work has ween attempted 
through the agency of a man carried 
on the list as a day laborer. In this 
way Admiral Schley was not only 
placed at a disadvantage in the depart- 
ment itself, to which he had a right 
to look for fair play, but he was placed 
in the unethical position of being 
called upon to notice the criticisms of 
a@ day laborer. To all who understand 
the strict etiquette governing officers 
of the navy, an etiquette formulated 
by the government itself, it will be 
seen how cowardly was the method 
adopted by the enemies of the officer 
interested. When Secretary Long cool- 
ly says that Rear Aamiral Schley has 
his remedy in an appeal to a court of 
inquiry, he well knows that it is a chal- 
lenge to appeal to a pre-judged body. 
No sane man, whether in civil, mili- 
tary or naval life, could afford to risk 
his character in the hands of a court 
with such an initiative. Fortunately 
there is in the United States a higher 
court than any made by law—the court 
of public opinion. ‘I'his court has al- 
ready decided that the attack on Admi- 
ral Schley, regardless of the original 
cause of quarrel, was most dastardly in 
conception, and its effect must revert 
upon the department of itself. Rear 
Admiral Schley does well in refusing 
to be snared by such challenge. It is 
even a question if he should submit 
his cause to the decision of a congres- 
sional committee of inquiry, because 
even that body woula recelwe much of 
its suggestion from the powers around 
the naval department. To the historian 
of the future must the whole issue 
be left. The people know who was 
present during the engagement off San- 
tiago, and they equally know who was 
absent. With this knowledge they will 
settle the whole controversy in a satis- 
factory manner. 

A Victory for Journalism. 

General Felix Agnus, proprietor of 
The Baltimore American, has achieved 
a notable victory tur journalism by 
his uncovering of the Maclay conspir- 
acy against the victor of Santiago. 

General Agnus was the first to dis- 
cover the character of the work which 
it was sought to impose upon the stu- 
dents at Annapolis as history. Having 
behind him the influence of strong per- 
sonal character and of an influential 
newspaper, he pursued the author of 
the slanderous volume into his den, 
uncovered the fact that he was an in- 
consequential employee of the depart- 
ment, and then found admission into 
the private office of the secretary of the 
navy and forced him into a full con- 
fession of the facts which are now be- 
fore the public. 

Such a campaign as this would be 
impossible in any other country, and 
even in our own, with our freedom of 
speech and of press, it required skill, 
pertinacity and ability to move into 
the very storm center of the conspir- 
acy and to show it up. In the accom- 
plishment of. this great public duty 
General Agnus has conferred an honor 
on American journalism which should 
be recognized in some substantial way. 
He blazed the pathway by which the 
people uncovered the wrong and put 
conspirators to rout.

Professor Marvin M. Parks, of the Sa- 
vannah high school, was seen last night 
at the Kimball in reference to the criti- 


} Cism of the University og Chicago which 


appeared in a recent issue of an afternoon 
paper. Professor Parks jeaves this morn- 
ing for the north on his way to Ewurope,- 
whefe we will spend tw® months. Part 
of this will be devoted to study at Ox- 
ford. Professor Parks considers the criti- 
cism made unjust, and said: 

“Yes, I have read Mr. Foster’s criticism 
of Dr. Triggs for some of his recently ex- 
pressed views, and [ make no _ ob- 
jection to this critcism of the 
hundred Georgia teachers who are 
attending the University of Chicago 
this summer and I do object to the state- 
ment that the train which carried the 
teachers left on Sunday. 

“I repeat that I have no defense to make 
for the utterances which Dr. Triggs 1s 
reported to have made, for I have no 
Sympathy with them; yet tn justice to the 
University of Chicago it should be stated 
that Dr. Triggs represents only one out 
of several hundred scholars who have 
taught at the University of Chicago and 
that he is only one out of nearly twenty 
professors and instructors in the depart- 
ment of English.”’ 

Professor Parks was asked if it was 
true that Dr. Triggs was‘one <p the prom- 
inént professors and replied: ‘‘No, he is 
neither a full nor an associate professor, 
his rank being that of an instructor. If 
we are to condemn every educational in- 
Stitution which contains teachers who 
have unwise or unorthodox views, then 
where is the great university that can 
escape condemnation? If a great insti-- 
tution is judged imperfect in some slight 
respect that is no reason why it should 
be wholly condemned and our Georgia 
people should be denied the privilege of 
higher scholastic training. But the Unit- 
versity of Chicago is too great to need 
or care for any defense from me. 

“Many of the teachers who left Georgia 
for Chicago are among the most promi- 
nent and progressive educators of the 
state. Some of them in their eagerness 
for the best educationa] training made 
many sacrifices in their efforts to save the 
money for the trip. For these efforts 
they deserve praise and prominence and 
they wil] receive recognition from the peo- 
ple of our state. 
why any one should attempt to discourage 
such efforta and I think it unjust to the 
ill-paid, b intelligent and progressive 
teachers. The spectacle of a hundred 
teachers leaving the state and traveling 
nearly 1,000 miles to enter one of the 
greatest educational ‘Instntutions of the 
world is one of the encouraging signs of 
the times.”’ 

For a number of years Professor Parks 
was at the head of the Georgia Club in 
Chicago, and says that the members were 
always enthusiastic in their belief that 
other teachers should avail themselves 
of the opportunities offered by the great 
universities, such as Chicago, Harvard, 
Columbia. Johns Hopkins and Cornell. 
Professor Parks originated the idea of or- 
geanizing the Georgia Club and of hav- 
ing teachers co-operate in securing re- 
duced rates to Chicago. He states that 
the movement has grown beyond his ex- 
pectation, showing that there is an eager 
desire on the part of the teachers for 
the best training and a growing demand 
from the people for the best educators. 
This year 100 left Atlanta for Chicago on 
the morning of Monday, July 17th. He dtd 
not accompany the party this year, as he 
was not free from his school duties in 
Savannah until the last of June. 

Professor Parks was asked as to his 
views concerning the proposed summer 
school for the University of Georgia and 
replied: 

“IT heartily approve of the plan. Of 
course. there will always be a number 
who will go out of the state for the most 
advanced work, but there are scores— 
even hundreds—men .and women, who 
would be glad to avai] themselves of the 
opportunities offered by such a school. I 
sincerely trust that at its next session the 
legislature will appropriate an amount 
sufficient to have the school opened next 
summer.’’ 


The railroad officers of Georgia were the 
topic of discussion yesterday in a group 
of prominent Atlanta men in the Kimball 
house rotunda. 

“Do you know,” ‘sald one of them, “I 
have never known a railroad man more 
wedded to the combined interests of is 
road and patrons of it as Prestdent John 
M. Egan, of the Ceneral of Georgia Rail- 
way Company? He is always on the alert 
for some scheme or plan by which the 
road and its patrons will be benefited.’ 

As an illustration of this he quoted the 
following example: 

“The road,” he began, ‘is constantly 
in need of ballast here and there along its 
bed, rock, of course, being preferred for 
the purpose. In one of his trips over the 
road Mr. Egan saw the need of ballast at 
a certain point, and the thought occurred 
to him that by offering to pay the dwell- 
ers along the route for hauling rock from 
their farms to the track he not only would 
secure the always necessary ballast, but 
would put the farmers in the way of mak- 
ing extra money from time to time. 

“The offer was made to the farmers to 
pay them so much per cubic foot for all 
rock hauled from their land and piled up 
beside the rails. The result was that 
rainy days and days when crops were 
idle were devoted to gathering up these 
stones by many of the farmers who live 
near the Central's route and taking them 
to the tracks, where they were piled up, 
measured and the farmers paid. This is 
the explanation of many huge piles of 
rocks standing along the Central tracks 
between Atlanta and Savannah, 

“Mr. Egan's plan served a threefold vur- 
pose; it got the ballast for the road, gave 
the farmer employment and money in idle 
times and improved the farms by remov- 
ing from them the stones that clog and 
oppress the earth. This is but one of the 
many unique. original and always effec- 
tive plans that has sprung from the in- 
genious mind of the Central's chief exec- 
utive.”’

TWO INVESTIGATIONS ARE

Invectigations are now the subject of | 
discussion at the city hall, the two. most 
lively subjects for official inquiry being 
the crematery and the franchise situa- 
tion. 

The smells from the former, it is said, 
may be looked into by the board of 
health, while the latter is expected to be 
taken up by ccuncil. In the one instance 
the people, or a certain number of them, 
want an official investigation made and a 
ruisance abated; in the other the investi- 
gation is likely to come about as the re- 
eult of what some neople have said. 

The board of health has pefore it a 
retition signed by 100, or more, persons 
who work of live 'n the neighborhood of 
the crematory, asking that it be declared 
a nuisance and ordered moved. In the 
event no action is taken, they threaten to 
invoke the a'd of the courts in removing 
the obnoxio-ls source of unpleasantness. 
The board has not yet had the matter up, 
end Burton Smith said yesterday it had 
not yet been determined whether there 
would be any investigation or not. Should 
the board decide to take the matter up. 
the complaining citizens will be given 
plenty of cpportunity to be heard. The 
board will meet on Friday, August 24, 
and it may be, as the result of clamor 
and agitation, the question will then be 
giver some ccnsideration. The removal 
of the cremétory beyond the city limits 
has been suggested as a possible solution 
of the problem, on the ground, even 


thouch there would still De some to whom 
it would no doubt prove offensive, of the 
greatest good to the greatest number, or 
rathe>. rerhaps, of the greatest evil to the 
smallest nu‘nber. 


The Other Investigation. 
The other subject of investigation that

Alcerman Pierce has stated that he in- 
tends to introduce a resolution in counclhi 
calling for an investigation of these 
charges or insinuations, and other mem- 
bers of the board have agreed to back 
him up tn this effort, and to endeavor to 
see that thea investigation is a thorough 
one. 

The aldermen state that the aspersions 
“vhich have been cast were wholly un- 
justifiel and without foundation, and 
that they will not rest under them, 

The next meeting of council will be 
held on Monday, August 5th, and with 
this and other matters of interesting im- 
port in view it promises to be a lively one. 
The two franchises acted upon »%y the 
aldermanic beard will be reported back to 
council with the twenty-one-year-limit 
amendment, in which councilmen say that 
Lody will not concur by a considerable 
vote.

PINEAPPLE GROWERS UNITE 


Association Is Formed by the Florida 
Producers. 


FANCY GRADES ARE HANDLED 


Fruit Raised Under Cover Is To Be 
Made a Specialty by the 
Combination. 


Jacksonville, Fla., July 23.—(Special.)— 
The Florida Fancy Pineapple Agsocia- 
tion, composed of about 150 leading pine- 
apple growers of the state, has made 
Jacksonville its business headquarteig 
and general distributing point. 

To Jacksonville this move of the fancy 
pineapple growers will add a large busi- 
ness interest. The association is to be a 
protective one and the idea of 
the pineapple growers in meet- 
ing was to combine their ef- 
forts in order to obtain better railroad 
D. Wetherill, of Tampa, president; E. F. 
Sperry,.of Orlando, vice president; W. L. 
Straub, of St. Petersburg, secretary and 
treasurer, and H. P. Chenoweth, of Or- 
lando, general manager. 

Growers from every section of the pine- 
apple region are represented in the as- 
sociation. Punta Gorda, St. Petersburg, 
Orlando and Tampa having probably the 
largest numbers. These growers raise 
only the kind of fruit that is cultivatéd 
under sheds. A specialty is to be made 
of this shedded pineapple, as it is called, 
and it is one of the purposes of the as- 
sociation to put this fruit on the market. 
It is claimed that the pineapples which 
are grown under cover are superior to 
the others and the demand for them has 
increased enormously of late. The fruit 
grown in this way lacks tough fibre, it is 
tender and delicate and the juice is high- 
ly flavored. Many connoisseurs regard it 
as the finest kind of fruit in the world. 

General Manager Chenoweth stated to- 
day that it was the purpose of the as- 
sociation to introduce this fancy grade 
of pineapple all over the United States. 
He said he expected to handle about 125,- 
000 crates of pineapples at tnis point dur- 
ing the next season. The car loads will 
come to this point and from here will be 
sent out by direct routes to all parts of 
the country.

LIQUOR DEALERS IN CHURCH 


Virginia Baptist Association Faces 
a Warm Fight. 


BODY MAY BE DISRUPTED 


In Annual Session an Attempt Is 
Made To Keep Out Men Who 
Handle Whisky. 


Richmond, Va., July 23.—(Special.)\—Do- 
ver Baptist Association. which met here 
today in its 118th annual session, is grap- 
pling with the grave problem of ridding 
the churches connected with the body of 
liquor dealers as members.

Pittsfield, Mass., July23..—The govern- 
ment rested this afternoon in the trial of 
Robert 8. Fosburgh for the alleged killing 
of his sister, May. The conclusion was 


ag sudden as it was unexpected, it being 
known that there were witnesses heid in 
reserve, a number having been summoned 
iby the prosecution only yesterday. 

At the opening of today’s session, Judge 
Stevens excluded from the courtroom four 
men and two women representing three 
New York newspapers, because of arti- 
burgh family to the burial place of May 
the case, ich were objectionable to the 
court. The sheriff requested the corre- 
spondents to leave the courtroom and 
those representing the papers named by 
the judge went out in a body. 

Judze Stevens, in referring to the action 
_ Of the three newspapers, said that his at- 
tention had been called to the publication 
of an article in those papers purporting 
to be a description of @ visit of the Fos- 
burg family to the burial place of May 
Fosburgh Sunday last. 

“There could be no more outrageous 
breach of propriety,’ said the judge, “and 
rothing so calculated to prejudice the 
minds of the jury and the public and de- 
feat the ends of justice. The publishers 
of these newspapers are outside the com- 
jnonwealth and therefore outside of my 
jurisdiction, but if proof were given me 
of the identity of the writers I would deal 
with them as the action deserves.” 

Captain William G. White, of the Pitts- 
field police force, was the first witness 
this morning. Mr. Crosby asked him a 
question about the identity of the single 
shoe found in thé Fostrgh house and 
then turned the witness over to the de- 


fense for cross examination. 
He Couldn’t Remember. 


The questions of the defense seemed to 

scloge such a lack of memory and an 
absence ef thoughtfulness on the part of 
the officer when he was called to the Fos- 
burgh house that Mr. Joyner, in the 
course of the proceedings, asked: 

“You were then in a very thoughtless 
mood, were you not?’ 

Captain White replied that he did not 
think he was. 

Witness could not remember who ac- 
companied him into the cellar of the Fos- 
burgh house when he was making his in- 
vestigations. He said that at the time he 
believed the story of the family about the 
burglars. 

In response to sharp questioning Cap- 
tain White admitted that his ttention was 
called ‘to various articles of overturned 
furniture by members of the family and 
that he did not remember that he exam- 
ined anything to which his attention was 
not first called by some one. 

“I do not recall; I cannot say,”’ was the 
answer to the question, ‘‘Did you see any 
of the matches that were found in Mr. 
Chapman's house?’ 

W. R. Gardner, whose home was nearly 
opposite the Fosburgh house, said he 
heard cries of ‘‘Police!’’ about 1:20 o'clock 
on the morning on which May Fosburgh 
was killed, but that they came from a di- 
rection opposite the Fosburgh house. 

John Nicholson, chief of police of Pitts- 
field, and practically the last witness for 
the prosecution, was then called. > 

The part which Chief Nicholson took 
in the tragedy began when he reached 
the Fosburgh thouse, between 5 and 6 
o'clock in the morning, August 2lst. 

The first persons he met were the de- 
fendant and his brother, James, who at 
once told him about the burglars and c:ll- 
ed his attention to, the marks and foot 
prints about the place. Captain Nichol- 
son then told the story as it has been re- 
ported time after time in course of the 
trial. 


What He Found in the House. 


When Chief Nicholson resumed the 
stand the examination was taken up in 
relation to’ what he found in the Fos- 
burgh house during the day after the 
killing of May. The chief discussed his 
investigation, mentioning particularly a 
metal lamp which was dented as if by a 
blow, and the broken castors of the bed 
in the kitchen chamber in the defendant's 
roomy. 

On a subsequent visit witness said he 
found the night dress of May Fosburgh 
and other articles of clothing in a tub of 
water, and other articles in another tub 
in the carriage shed. It was at this time 
that the defendant told the chiefthat he 
thought from the feeling of the hair 
of the man with whom he had grappled 
thatit wasanegro. The hair felt *‘curly.”’ 
At the point the question of tests by ex- 
perts as to the effect of powder marks 
on pieces taken from the night robe of 
May Fosburgh was introduced and the 
defense objected to the admission of the 
evidence, but the judge ruled in favor of 
the government after Chief Nicholson 
had said that he had supervised the tests, 
handjing and loading the revolver him- 


self. 


SEEKING WOMAN 


Posses After tue Mistress of Negro 
Who Killed Lilly. 

Cumberland, Md., July 23.—Chief of Po- 
lice Robert A. Lilly, of Elkins, W. Va., 
for the shooting of whom William 
Brooks, a negro, was lynched last night 
at Elkins, died at the hospital here to- 
night from his wounds. The authorities 
are hunting for the mistress of Brooks, 
who also shot Lilly. Citizens say she will 
meet Brooks’s fate it caught. Brooks's 
body was cut down at noon today, after 
hanging sixteen hours. The coroner’s 
jury rendered a verdict of strangulation 
at the hands of unknown persons.

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Question of Prayers for Rain 
Discussed Pro and Con by 
Prominent Preachers 


EATHER conditions out west 
W have become so seriously severe 

as to call forth public petitions 
in the form of prayers by the people at 
large. The governor of Missouri issued a 
proclamation setting aside last Sunday 
as a day of fasting and prayer to avert 
the threatened disasters. 

The whole country has watched with 
keen interest the result of 1@se general 
petitions for providential interference. 
The orthodox taity are strong in the con- 
viction that the prayers will be heard 
and answered, while those more heterodox 
believe that the efficiency of prayers de- 
pends largely on the weather bureau fore- 
casts. 

A minister in Cincinnati takes a prom- 
inent place as a subject of public discus- 
sion when he asserts that the western 
droughts are a God-sent punishment to 
the people for fheir sins. Missouri and 
Kansas have not yet been heard from on 
the subject, but when they are, it is safe 
to predict that what comes will be as 
hot talk as might fittingly emanate from 
a place exhibiting their present torrid 
weather conditions. 

What Atlanta Ministers Say. 

In order to throw light on the views 
held by the southern pulpit, Interviews 
on both the statement of the Cincinnati 
minister and the proclamation of Gov- 
ernor Dockery were obtained yesterday 
from leadine Atlanta pastors. 

Father Gunn, for instance, rejects the 
idea that there is in progress a punish- 
ment for the sins of the nation, but in- 
dorses fully the proclamation for prayer 
issued by Governor Dockery, for in it he 
sees an old Catholic custom. 

Dr. Bridewell asserts the Presbyterian 
belief in prayers, but says that no spe- 
cial rain prayers are known to him; that 
wise Providence distributes its bounties, 
and that it is sufficient to pray for bless- 
ines of all kinds. Nor does he'believe 
that America is undergoing punishment 
for wickedness. 

Rev. Dr. Knight, while declaring a be- 
lief in special prayers, states that he can- 
not indorse the Cincinnati minister's in- 
terpretation of droughts. 

Dr. J. W. Quillian is strong in the as- 
servation that prayers aid always and 
that petitions for rain will be answered. 

Among the other ministers quoted in 


the following are Dr. Landrum and Dr. 


White. | 
Gather Gunn Diesents. 


Father Gunn, of the Church of the Sa- 
cred Heart, does not believe that the 
Kansas and Missouri people are being 
punished by drought and heat for their 
sins, according to the Cincinnati preach-. 
er. In short, Father Gunn regards the 
Cincinnati man’s theories as ‘all non- 
sense.’’ He can see no connection be- 
tween drought and sin, but says: 

“I am unable to see any connection 
whatever between the present dry spell 
and ‘American abominations,’ ‘gigantic 
sins.’ I do not know of such abomina- 
tions. I am not aware of any such gigan- 
tic sins. If they are in existence any- 
where, I see no sign of them, nor have 
I found any trace of them here in At- 
lanta. Perhaps that is why we haye been 
so singularly favored all summer. Sin 
and hot weather are associated more in 
the next world than ip this. 

“God may punish the sins of His chil- 
dren in many ways. He sent the flood. 
the plague, war and famine. This we 
know from His own lips. Why He has 
sent this hot spell to punish I know not. 
I have it only on the authority of this 
western minister. It might not be amiss 
to say that since we are trying to fathom 
God's motive in dealing with us, that all 
this discomfort from which we are suf- 
fering may be more as a warning than 
as a punishment, and to make us 100K un 
to God more frequently ‘lest we forget.’ ’”’ 

Father Gunn approves of public prayer 
and sees in the Missouri governor's 
proclamation an old Catholic custom. 

“The governor of Missouri in appoint- 
ing a day of fasting and prayer ‘to avert 
threatened disasters’ seems to imitate 
the action of the president when Thanks- 
giving day is proclaimed ‘to thank 
heaven for national advantages.’ Leaving 
aside the authority of these gentlemen to 
make such proclamations the idea in 
itself of setting aside certain days for 
fasting and prayer is a good one. God 
is not only the God of individuals, but 
of nations and people. His providence ex- 
tends to public as well as to private in 
terests. His honor and glory should be 
promoted by whole communities as well 
as by individuals. Why then should 
there not be public as well as private 
prayer~—national as well as individual 
worship? It is good for those in au- 
thority to recognize in their public ca- 
pacity the existence of a higher source 
of power, to invoke it in time of need 
and to thank it when propitious. 

“In the Catholic church proclamations 
for public prayer come, however, from 
the pulpit and not from the pew. The 
church orders public prayers not only 
for spiritual, but for temporal blessings, 
and many who approve of the action of 
the governor of Missouri might be in- 
clined to criticise the action of the Catho- 
lic church in proclaiming of fasting and 
abstinence, although the‘ object of both 
proclamations is practically the same. 

“Since the days of St. Augustine the 
custom of fasting and offering public 
prayer for temporal favors has been in 
use in the Catholic church, and the gov- 
ernor of Missouri seems to realize the 
utility of the old practice and makes an 
honest effort to adapt it to our present 
needs.”’ 


What. Dr. Bridewell Thinks. 


Dr. C. P, Bridewell, of the First Pres- 
byterian church, says that Presbyterians 
believe in answer to prayer, but that 
they do not have special prayers for 
rain. He sald: 

‘‘We believe in prayer at all times for 
all good things, but we leave it to God 
as to just how His bounties shall be be- 
stowed. There are no prescribed peti- 
tions in the church for rain, but I believe 
that if the people are moved to make 
such invocations it is a good thing.”’ 

As to the proclamation of the governor 
of Missouri for a particular day of fast- 
ing and prayer, the Presbyterian church 
pays no attention to such things. Especi- 
ally has the southern Presbyterian con- 
ference made a fight on the spirituality 
of the church as distinct from any rela- 
tion with the state. 

“The church believes that we should

follow the scriptural injunction to pray 
for whatever we desire, and the Bible 
promises that such petitions will be 
granted—only if they be expedient for us. 
For instance, a child might ask its 
father for a razor, which would wisely 
be withheld from it. So it is with 
prayers to God. 

“As to the opinion of the Cincinnati 
preacher, I think no man has any busi- 
ness making any such an assertion. I 
myself would certainly not venture to 
make such a sweeping condemnation. 
After every great providential disaster, 
as the Galveston flood, the Jacksonville 
fire, etc., there are persons who rise up 
and say that these things are direct 
punishments from God. 

“IT don’t believe any such thing. There 
are only two cities on record that were 
destroyed for their sins, and that hap- 
pened a long time ago. Even then, ac- 
cording to the scriptures, the people 
were given a chance if there were but a 
few righteous souls within their gates. 
But there were not even ten good people 
in all the great city. The punishment 
was-not sent on the just and the unjust 
alike, for they were all of the hosts of 
the wicked. 

“A natural calamity befalling any 
American city could scarcely be believed 
a visitation of wrath from heaven, for, 
according to the Biblical example of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, we would have to 
admit that no righteous souls dwelt in 
those cities. And I don’t believe that 
there is a single American town where 
there are not more than ten honest, 
good, God-fearing people.’”’ 

Rev. Knight Takes Issue. 

Rev. Albion Knight, dean of the cathe- 
dral, says that the Episcopal church be- 
lieves in direct answer to prayer, and has 
provided special forms of petition in case 
of drought or other natural calamities, in 
the belief of the Biblical assurance that 
such prayers will be answered. He said: 

‘But many of these ills of humanity 
we bring about ourselves. Lack of rain 
is often due directly to man’s interfer- 
ence with natural processes by cutting 
down the forests and otherwise modify- 
natural climatic conditions. 

‘“T don’t believe that the Lord had any- 
thing to do with sending the heat and 
drought as a punishment to the people. 
Yet I do believe that their petition for 
rain will be answered if the people have 
ing natural climatic conditions. . 

‘This last clause leaves a large loop hole 
for explanation in case the rains do not 
descend. That will then prove that the 
prayers were, only those of the faithless; 
or else, considering another great modi- 
fying condition to the special answering 
of prayers—whether Providence deems it 
for the best welfare of those asking to 
grant their requests—the Lord may not 
agree with the suffering people in the 
burning west that they really need rain 
and respite from the consuming heat. 
This leaves room for a large difference of 
opinion and it remains to be seen just 
what the attitude of Providence will be 
as to what is good for the people in Kan- 
sas and Missouri. 

“If people will go ahead and tempt 
Providence, they ought not to expect 
their prayers to save them. Any one 
who settles down and camps at Galves- 
ton, with water surrounding so danger- 
ously, should not think it a special pun- 
ishment from God if they got washed 
away, or feel that the Lord should have 
taken care of them anyway.” 

Dr. Landrum’s Unique View. 

Dr. W. W. Landrum, of the First Bap- 
tist church, said: ‘“‘Concerning the rea- 
sonableness of praying for rain, I have 
no hesitation in expressing my convic- 
tion that there is no philosophy of prayer 
known, or knowable, which excludes 
rain as a fitting object of petition at the 
mercy seat of the Eternal. In the matter 
of droughts it seems to be scientifically 
demonstrated that treeless countries are 
always liable to them. If one waste- 
fully denudes the forests of this country, 
he commits economic, social and political 
sin. ‘Sin is wrought by want of thought 
as well as want of heart.’ Unless farm- 
ing by irrigation is introduced crops will 
more and more be exposed to destruction 
by a blazing sun in rainless heavens.”’ 

Dr. Quillian Believes in Prayer. 

Regarding prayer for rain and drought 
as punishment of sin, Rev. J. W. Quil- 
lian, D. D., pastor of Trinity Methodist 
church, expressed his views as follows: 

“We are a Christian people by profes-

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sion, whose God is the Lord. He hath 
made us and preserves us, He loves and 
cares for all men. His hand can be 
seen and His footprints found in the his- 
tory of men in every age of the world, 
not only in spiritual things, but also in 
material interests. Wherefore, it is emi- 
nently right that His sovereignty, love 
and mercy should be acknowledged and 
supplicated, not alone by individuals, but 
also by nations. 

“The governor of the commonwealth of 
Missouri honors God and prepares the 
way for His blessings upon the people in 
proclaiming. a day for fasting and prayer 
to Almighty God, from whom comes 
every good and perfect gift, that He 
would send rain to save man and beast. 
This is public confession of dependence 
lean upon Him. God is jealous of His 
lean upon Him. God is jealous of His 
honor and will not divide it with another, 
neither does He do for men what they 
can do for themselves; there extremity is 
his opportunity. Here is an explanation 
of some things hard to be understood 
apart from this. Men forget Him in their 
ways and plans, and He, with a heart 
full of love for them, can do nothing but 
plead with them, withholding His hand 
from them whilst they eat of the fruits 
of their own doings, until overwhelmed 
with disaster they see their own impo- 
tency and turn again to God for help. 
Then, will praying for rain procure it? 
Most assuredly it will, if in that prayer 
they will turn with all their hearts to 
God, ready to use the blessings for which 
they ask, in harmony with His will. 
God shut up the heavens once in answer 
to prayer for the space of three years 
and six months; then in answer to pray- 
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er again He sent the rain. He is the 
same God today as then. There was 
great suffering and much death because 
of that drought, but through it the 
heart ef the people was turned from idols 
to the living God, and the nation saved. 
God has not vacated His throne, neither 
are His ears heavy that He cannot hear. 
Let the people praise Him; let all the 
people praise Him, then will the earth 
yield her increase and God, even our 
own God, shall bless us, and all the 
nations shall fean Him.” 


“Praying Men for Me,” Says Dr. 
White. 


of the Second Bap- 
thinks that all things 
else being “praying man’’ 
is the best of a fellow. 
A great many other persons who travel 
\by sea alsp have a prejudice in favor of 
a prayerful ship's captain. Dr. White be- 
lieves in the direct intervention of Provi- 
dence in arresting and producing opera- 
tions of nature—in other words, the possi- 
bility of miracle up to date. If the 
present drought be a punishment for the 
sins of the people, he wonders that the 
Lord doesn’t send them oftener. 

“My conviction,’ said Dr. White, “is 
that the governor of Missouri is just the 
kind of governor every state needs. A 
wicked ruler or a prayerless ruler is a 
sad ruler in the time of a country’s war. 
Taking everything into consideration, a 
praying man is a better officer than a 
godless man, from coyw?itable up. If the 
policeman who patrols Washington street 
is a prayerful man I'll sieep more se- 
curely.”’ 

‘But will the prayers of the people 
of Missouri do any good?” 

“Yes, if there is a God and such a God 
as scripture, history and human experi- 
ence have declared Him to be. The ex- 
istence of a prayer-hearing God is bet- 
ter rroven %y the record than any other 
fact of human life. Why not God an- 
swer prayer for rain if He answer for 
other causes? I would certainly pray for 
my sick child or another's. I believe in 
natural law. I believe that there is an 
order and a system in the universe fixed 
according to which all things move. But 
such a system, if beyond the power of 
God to interrupt or change, would make 
Him the subject and not the sovereign 
of his own creation. 

“T am willing to go on record in The 
Constitution that if the people of Mis- 
souri did heed the governor's proclama- 
tion and did cry aloud to God in penitence 
and submission, and wiiling to have God’s 
will prevail, that the papers will relate 
in a week the coming of great rains to 
water the’famished earth. 

“As to the statement o# the Cincinnati 
preacher, I do not know what God’‘s 
purpose is in sending the drought. I seek 
never to be quick in revealing what has 
not been revealed to me. But that 
preacher is not without support in the Bi- 
ble, in *human history and human experi- 
ence. God has punished states and na- 
tions for sin. The amazing thing to me 
is thgt he does not do so oftener. Those 
who reckon God out of it altogether are 
in a deeper and a darker mystery than 
that preacher. They are put to a task to 
explain an interruption of the orderly 
process of nature without anybody to in- 
terrupt it. The burning fact is that 
rains have ceased in Missouri. There is 
an interference somewhere, and our 
friend, the Cincinnati pastor, as is his 
faith and mine, believing that God is the 
interrupter, is c@nvinced that the inter- 
ruption is not an aimless and senseless 
thing, and therefore, it is to punish the 
glaring godlessness of the people. The 
more I think of it the more does his 
logic seem good to me. 

‘“‘Now, whea you have interviewed the 
preachers, go around and seek that skep- 
tical and loud-mouthed vendor of infi- 
delity and ask him to tell The Constitu- 
tion what he would do if he was in Mis- 
souri. I will tell you. He would do just 
as he does when his baby Is sick, and just 
as he will do when the doctor tells him he 
has Bright‘s disease or canre. He would 
say ‘Let the people tray.’ ” 

A Case of Low Barometer. 


When Mr. Marbuty at the weather bu- 
reau was asked his opinion of the Mis- 
souri prayers, he simply smiled. 

“I’ve been fooling with the weather 
long enough,” said he, “to know that 
praying has nothing to do with it. It’s 
just a case of low barometer out west 

nd the sins of the people didn’t keep 
the rain off any more than their prayers 
will bring it on. 

“The weather bureau doesn’t take into 
account the effect of prayers for weather, 
fair or foul, in making up the official fore- 
casts. If we did we'd be even more mixed 
than we are now,” said Mr. Marbury. 

Mr. Marbury also has his own opinion 
of the Cincinnati preacher and his <he- 


ory. ; 

He believes that if the people keep on 
praying the Lord will certainly answer 
them sometime—as soon as the barimeter 
veers around! 

In short, the weather man doesn’t re. 
gard the weather as a proper enbject for 
prayer. Uncle Sam’s weather bureau 
jealously resents reports and predictions 
of its instruments being turned tonsy- 
turvy by divine interfererce. 
} Mr. Marbury suggests that if any 
weather praying is to be done, it better 
be orayers of thanksgiving when al! is 
well—which is most of tle time—instead 
of interferences with the design of Provi- 
dence on the rare occasiong when he de- 
ee that things go, in our opinion,

There never was a truer saying than 
that the ypexpected happens. A good 
proof of the saying is a new feature of 
The Constitution coupon contest which 
suddenly developed yesterday in the na- 
ture of a spurt toward victory which one 
of the candidates made. 

A certain one of the labor union mem- 
bers who is in the race has been making 
his deposits of coupons from day to day. 
The ballots he has been bringing in were 


not sufficient up to yesterday to place 
him in dangerous proximity to the lead- 
ers. He has gone along, however, from 
day to day with a contented smile and 
complacent demeanor, listening to what 
Others might have te say about their 
prospects of winning the trip, what they 
had accomplished toward it, etc. Never 
a word, though, has he been heard to 
utter relative to his candidacy. His com- 
bined reticence and self-satisfied air gave 
to him a sort of conspicuousness from 
contrast with the eager, enthusiastic, ef- 
fervescent throng of other contestants, 
and he has been the target for query and 
discussion in the belief of many that there 
was “something doing.’’ 

The denouement came yesterday. This 
silent and satisfied solon came into The 
Constitution office shortly after the noon 
hour yesterday and coolly deposited a 
bunch, or more correctly speaking, a bale, 
of coupons that made the receiving clerk 
think he had run two contests into one. 
There could not have been less than 10,000 
coupons in the deposit. He had been 
keeping busy saying nothing, but the way 
he got coupons together in a short space 
of time was worthy of the best of them. 
His star deposit today puts him up with 
the leaders and makes a dangerous rival 
among the leaders of a heretofore weak 
candidate. How he did it is his secret 
which he is not looking for a chance to 
tell. The receiving clerk asked him how 
he did it. He smiled and said: ‘‘That’s 
nothing; wait until you see what I do 
later on.’ 

Yesterday was a busy day among the 
contestants for the Buffalo exposition 
trip. Although the first flush of enthusi- 
asm the contest aroused has subsided, 
there has been substituted a steady, con- 
Stant, activity and perseverance among 
those in the race that means they are in 
it to the finish. Not a single candidate 
now in the race has become discouraged 
or shown the slightest inclination to with- 
draw. On the other hand, each one is 
just as certain of success in the fight for 
the exposition trip as on the day the con- 
test opened. One of the firemen said yes- 
terday: ‘‘None of my friends ever accused 
me of being lazy, but I feel like I never 
did a day’s work in my life until I started 
into this coupon contest.”’

A Father of One Child Charged with 
Forgery—A Mother Made To 
Give Up Three Children. 

An Old Man’s Adopted 
Daughter. 


Police Matron Bohnefield carried five 
little children to the Home for the Friend- 
less yesterday. It wes another “Paby 
Day’’ with the police, and the stories, 
with thé little tots as heroes and heroines, 
kad fome remarkable and interesting 
features. 

Three children were taken away from 
their mother because it was charged that 
she deserted them and did not take 
rroper care of them, 

A little seven-year-old adopted daugnh- 
ter was taken from an old man because, 
the neighbors stated, he treated her 
cruelly. / _ 

A small infant that had been at the 
Grady hospital was turned over to thé 
police and consigned to the Home for the 
Friendless, because its father was about 
to be taken to Florida on the charge of 
forgery. 

Reccrder Broyles had four or five sent 
to the home, and the fifth had to go there 
because the babe had no otber _ place 
where its little head could find a place 
to rest. | 

“I don’t know what's getting into the 
people,” remarked the chief of police 
yesterday. ‘‘Within a week we have had 
eight little children to look after, and 
in nearly every case the children had been 
mistreated or neglected by those whose 
duty it was to raise them and treat them 
kindly. If it was not for the charitable 
institutions in the city, which have open 
doors for the ‘unfortunate, the homeless 
and the destitute, I don’t know_what the 
police authorities would do.” 

His Baby Needs a Home. 

As was stated in yesterday’s Consti!tu- 
tion, Fred Keeler, a white man, and a 
paper hanger by trade. wus arrested on 
& warrant charging him with forgery in 
Gainesville, Fla. He had an adopted 
child ‘in the Grady hospital, about which 
there had already been a sensation, the 
mother havine reported that’ the” Httle 
girl, who is three years of age, had been 
criminally assaulted. The police thought 
‘the<affair smacked of a tlackmail; and 
dropped the matter.. The child was ge 
to #fie hospital, and remained there unt 
yesterday morning, when the physicians 
reported to the chief of police that she 
was ready to be dismissed, and she had 
nov here to go. The chief had the matron 
to take the child to the Home for the 
Friendless. 

The father is still held at the police 
barracks awaiting an officer from 
Florida. 

Keeler, it is said, has confessed to the 
detectives that he committed a forgery, 
because he was out of work and needed 
money to provide for his child and wife. 

Children Taken from Mother. 

Yesterday morning Chief Ball detailed 
Detective Fogg to find two little boys and 
a little girl, the children of Mrs. Emma 
‘Mayberry. It had been reported that 
Mrs. Mayberry had deserted the children. 
She had been twice married, and her 
last husband had. left her and gone to 
Birmingham. 

The detective caught Mrs. Mayberry 
with the children on a trolley car. She 
had heard that an effort would be made 
by the nolice to get the children, and she 
started cf to hide them. 

Yesterday afternoon Recorder Broyles 
investigated the matter, and decided that 
Mrs. Mayberry was net a proper custo9- 
dian for the children, and he ordered 
them taken to the Home for the Friend- 
less, and the matron carried them there. 

An Old Man’s Adopted Child. 

Yesterday morning A. W. Kiser, an old 
man, who runs a fruit stand at the cor- 
ner of Piedmont and Auburn avenues, was 
arrested by Officers Cowan and Hollings- 
worth on the charge of treating his 
adopted child cruelly. W. H. McClain, 
who runs a store near by Kiser’s shop, 
and other neighbors testified that Kiser 
had beaten the child with a heavy pine 
Piank, 

Kiser stated that he took the child 
from an orphan’s home at Asheville, N. 
C., about three years ago. He had né 
ferrily of his own. 

Nettie Lez, the little girl {n question, 
was in court, and she said she loved her 
cid father, and wanted to Hve with him. 

Recorder Broyles statei that :t was a 
bad case, and the old man should not 
have the custody of the cnild. She was 
accordingly sent to the Home for the 
Frierdléss, 

Kiser was fined $5.75 for mistreating the 
little girl. He paid the fine, but was re- 
arrested on a peace warrant. as he had 
made threats against the lives of those 
who had been instrumental in having thé 
child taken from him. 


Says He Will Get Her Back. 


Last night the old man was still in an 
rely temper. He said no power on earth 
could keep the little girl from him. 

“She will run away as soon ag they 
leave a door open,” he said, “and she 
will come right back to me. I love the 
child, and she is devotéd to me. I have 
néver treated her cruelly. I have whippe1i 
ber some. but not any more than any 
Other father wculd whip a child of her 
age. They can keep me in jail if they 
wish to, but I will get out some day. and 
then get my child back again.” 

“I have had my hands full with chil- 
dren today,”’ said the police matron to a 
reporter of The Constitution. “I have 
one mors on hand, the child of Mrs. 
Hurstin. We will get both mother and 
babe into the almshouse, ard that will 
clear the detention ward af babies.”

Copious Showers Fell Last Week All 
Over the State. 


COTTON IS DOING MUCH BETTER 


The Crop, However, Is Small and 
Late and Many Fields Are a 
Total Loss. 


—_— 


The following is the crop report for 
Georgia issued by the weather bureau for 
the week ending July 22: 

Copious showers fell in practically all 
sections of the safate during the week 
and materially benefited growing crops. 
That portion of the cotton crop which 
has been given careful cultivation shows 
a decided improvement and is now grow- 
ing vigorously, fruiting and bolling well. 
The crop, as a whole, however, is small 
and late; many flelds are almost a total 
loss. Chopping is not completed in some 
of the northern counties. Early corn was 
considerably damaged by drought and in 
many sections carnot recover. Rice, 
sugar cane, peas and potatoes are in a 
very promising condition. The output of 
peaches is below the average, much loss 
having been occasioned by rotting of the 
fruit; the quality of the crop now being 
shipped is generally excellent.

Northern Section. 


Banks—Fine rains have fallen during the 
Week; crops are growing nicely, and the gen- 
eral outlook is much improved. 

Bartow—Recent rains have improved crops; 
cotton is growing and fruiting nicely; corn 
revived; potatoes good. 

Catoosa—Crops revived by good rains; wheat 
being threshed; cotton and corn doing well; 
fruit poor. 

Chattooga—No rain of consequence during 
past seven days; crops suffering for moisture; 
wheat all threshed, good yield. 

Cherokee—Showers during the week improv- 
ed crops wonderfully; cultivation genorally 
completed; corn and cotton small. 

Cobb—Crops revived by rains; corn an] cot- 
ton doing well; forage coming out; gardens 
and potatoes gooé.

Gwinnett—Crops somewhat damaged by local 
hail storms; cotton taking on forms; peaches 
poor; apples short. 

Hall—Warm and showery week: crops grow- 
ing rapidly; cotton fruiting heavily; curt tmg- 
selling; cane and potatoes good. 

Hart—Week closed with excellent rains; 
well cultivated cotton progressing favorably; 
pastures and stock good. 

Lincoln—atter part of week showery; cotton 
doing fairly well; corn severely injured by 
drought. 

Madison—Local wind and hail storm on 16th 
damaged crops; cotton late and small, a few 
fields unchopped; peaches poor. 

Oglethorpe—Light rains have revived crops; 
cotton where well cleaned shows great im- 
provement; corn badly injured. 

Rabun—Rainfall abundant during week; crops 
generally doing well; gardens extra fine. 

Walker—Fine growing weather, rainfall 
abundant; crops considerably damaged by pre- 
vious drought but recovering. 

Walton—Heavy rains in some parts of the 
country; lands washed, and crops, especially 
cotton, damaged. 

Wilkes—Showers have greatly improved crop 
prospects; all crops nearly ‘‘laid by;’’ truck 
patches doing well,

Baldwin—Fine rains latter part of week; 
cotton holding its own: corn and peas con- 
siderably tmproved.

Rockidale—Condition of cotton variable, some 
fields doing well, others yellow; corn generally 
doing well. 

Screven—Well cleaned cotton is growin 
nicely, but many fields will be almost a tota 
loss; corn poor; cane fine. 

Spalding—Showers have been frequént;: out- 
look for corn and cotton very promising; pe: 
and potatoes fine. 

Stewart—Good rains have fallen throughout 
the county; cotton doing well; peaches being 
shipped.

Worthless Checks Believed To Be 
Cause of His Downfall,

STORY OF FINANCIAL RUIN 


— 


There Was a Woman in the Case. 
Son of a Noted Havana Bar- 
rister—Came to Atlanta 
with Plenty of Ready 
Money. 


There was arrested yesterday a young 
Cuban on the charge of cheating and 
swindling, and the downfall of the young 
man is the culmination of a history that 
carries with it a moral lesson as well 
as a very interesting chapter from police 
annals. 

The young man fs Frank del Barrio, 
the son of a distinguished barrister or 
procurator of Havana. He came to At- 
lanta about five years ago with fifteen or 
twenty thousand dollars and established 
a cigar and tobacco factory. Young del 
Barrio made friends rapidly. He was 
pleasant in his manners and very. affable. 
He was as handsome as a young Apollo 
and always dressed In the height of 
fashion. 

His business prospered until his bank 
account began to swell, and he was re- 
garded as one of the coming business 
men of the city. 

In the midst of this career of prosperity 
and success there came a woman. Frank 
del Barrio was away from home, without 
the influences that are so often neces- 
sary to shield young men when they are 
met by the temptations of the world. It 
took money to live the new life he fell 
into, and he began to spend it fast—much 
faster than he made it. Little by little 
his savings disappeared, until the crisis 
came and he was a financial wreck. 

The last chapter in .this story is the 
arrest, and he now looks through the 
prison bars. 

Two Warrants for Him. 

Just exactly what the charges against 
del Barrio is the police do not know. 
The warrants were taken out at Cordele, 
in Dooley county, but from some state- 
ments the prisoner has let out it fs be- 
Neved that worthless bank checks are 
the cause of his trouble. 

There are two of the warrants, one 
sworn out by R. EB. Harris and the other 
by D. Ed Kennedy, both citizens of Cor- 
dele, 

The young Cuban tells a 
about once having . written a 
of checks iust “for the fun 
the thing,” not (dreaming 
they would ever be used: THhese checks, 
according to his.own statement, went un 
somewhere into the thousands of dollars. 
It fs possible that the worthless checks 
were cashed in Cordele, and the victims 
are the prosecutors. 

Some time in May del Barrio left At- 
lanta and he only returned to Atlanta 
a few days ago. The warrants have been 
in the possession of the police for three 
weeks, and the arrest of del Barrio was 
made yesterday by City Detective Wal- 
ton. > , ; 

His Downfall a Surprise. 

Those who have known the handsome 
young Cuban in his days of business pros- 
perity will be surprised to learn that 
he is in a prison cell. But the police, 
who knew of the ‘“‘woman in the case,” 
have been expecting nothing else. The 
woman ofttimes appeared in one way and 
another in the recorder’s court, and del 
Barrio was alwavs by her side to pay 
whatever sum of money was required 
to help her out. 

Judge Andy Calhoun, when he was 
recorder, many times admonished del 
Barrio about the road to ruin that he 
was traveling and the present recorder 
made the prophecy that the young Cuban 
would sooner or later come to erief.

New York, July 23.—It appears that the 
rainfall at Corsicana yesterday, which was 
given out at 4.5 inches, was really but .05 
inches, an error having been claimed in the 
transmission of the figures. This caused a 
steadier feeling in the early Liverpool market, 
where an improvement took place. Besides this 
the government forecast over night indicated 
nothing more than local thunder storms for 
Texas, That state is beyond doubt in very 
poor shape, and while reports are coming of 
rains in the drought region, people from that 
state cannot be convinced that the crop will 
prove anything like a full one. The early re- 
ports indicated clear weather at the leading 
Texas stations with temperature early in the 
morning up to 90 at Paris. Other high tem- 
peratures were 88 at Gainesville, Tex., and 
Corsicana, and 86 at-Holly Springs, Miss. 
Elsewhere they were ‘moderate. Around the 
opening, which was | to 3 points lower, came 
reports of over 3 inches of rain at Galves- 
ton and light rains at Palestine and Corpus 
Christi, which had a depressing effect. There 
was an absence of orders on either side, and 
sentiment was rather mixed pending ap- 
pearance of the bureau for the week later 
in the day. There was more or less liquida- 
tion, especially of Atwugust,.and the general 
list was 2 to 7 lower for the first hour. The 
morning forecast again was for thunder 
storms in: Texas and the territories. The 
weekly government report indicated improve- 
ment in Alabama, Mississippi, Georgia and 
Florida and needing cultivation in the two 
latter, as well as the Carolinas, Rains gen- 
erally needed in the western portion of the 
cotton belt, but is standing the drought well.

W. E. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 23.—The market declined 
further today with lower cables, rains in Texas 
and liquidation in July and August to help 
the movement, July sold down below 8c for 
the first time in some weeks, and weakness 
in August was also noticeable. The weakness 
in July came as a surprise to many, but that 
option has attracted practically no attention 
for some time past, and very little effect was 
noticeable in the distant futures, but the sit- 
uation was particularly unsettled and mixed 
and the narrow trading, lack of outside bus- 
iness and non-committal character of the week, 
the weather reports all served to render the 
market unsettled. But as far as the general 
situation was concerned there seemed to be 
no change, Inducements to buy cotton are few, 
but the reasons for selling appear to be fewer 
still. Until the cotton crop is progressing more 
favorably, we cannot advise the sale of cotton. 
There seems to be a general feeling in the 
market that cotton is likely to sell lower, 
owing to the narrow market and to the large 
surplus stock that will be carried over ints 
another year, Whether the adverse . factors 
will prove sufficient to bring about a bear 
market remains to be seen. For the time a 
profit taking seems to be the reasonable stan 
to take on the market for those who are long. 
Otherwise we cannot see anything in the im- 
mediate’ outlook to incite buying or selling. 
The weekly report Is far from favorable, and 
until the promise for a big crop is better than 
it is today, it is not altogether safe to sell 
cotton below 7%c. Rains were reported in many 
sections, but the rainfall has been insufficient 
so far, Showers are predicted for tomorrow in 
some sections. 


THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 23.—The subservance of the 
stock speculation to the varying crop conditions 
and to the daily weather map was again strik- 
ingly demonstrated today, But the activity of 
speculation in stocks was somewhat curtailed 
as an outgrowth of the confused sentiment 
engendered in the grain market by the con- 
flicting price movements growing out of the 
technical conditions in the grain speculation, 
The uneasiness of the short interests in stocks 
was easily perceived by the foree of the open- 
ing bulge in prices, There were indications 
that a tactical move against: the shorts was 
being made and the London market was used 
before the opening here to influence New York 
by a much higher range of prices there, Lon- 
don not only d reports of copious rains in 
the corn bekt, but of an imminent settlement 
of the steel strike. There was a consequent 
rush to buy on the part of the shorts at the 
opening here, but the high prices melted away 
within a few minutes under the eager. offer- 
ings to realize on the part of the interests 
remaining long of the market.

Weil Bro.’s Crop Letter. 


Opelika, July 15.—The weather during the 
first half of July has been quite hot, the 
thermometer at times registering 100 Fanren- 
heit. Local showers and thunder storms have 
been quite frequent, and while the weather 
has been quite favorable for the crop, and 
farmers have made great strides in the cul- 
tivation of the same, yet the fact remains that 
we are still three weeks late, and although 
the plant looks green and healthy, still it 
does not respond readily to the favorable 
weather influences. The_lack of cultivation in 
proper time (during May) seems to have 
stunned the plant, 

In our district the crop is clean, the size from 
five to thirty inehes high; the most forward 
is blooming, the belated has very few squares. 
The forward cotton has but a small tap root, 
while the small or,‘belated plant has a good 
tap root. Consequently we find the crop a 
spotted one, and while we may have favorable 
weather for the forward part of the crop, it 
may prove the reverse for the late crop, and 
vice versa, The same conditions prevail in the 
entire state of Alabama, western Mississippi 
and north Georgia, 

A member of our firm has taken an exten- 
sive trip through parts of Georgia, South and 
North Carolina and found the plant in the 
latter states and southern Georgia very smail 
and insignificant looking, and prospects gener- 
ally regarded as poor; at any rate, very back- 
ward, though the plant is looking green and 
healthy. Evidently @ very favorable season and 
a late frost is the only thing that will bring 
a crop in these states to make an average 
yield. 

July, usually the critical period of a cotton 
crop, is not so this season. August and partly 
September will this year play that role. Con- 
flicting crop reports, owing to the peculiar 
State of the plant, will be had in abundance 
during this period. 

Corn crops seem to be in much better con- 
dition and vastly more promising throughout 
the Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama than the 
reports we hear from the western corn fields. 
A good rain in this section will secure a boun- 
tiful crop. Our farmers have made a fine oat 
crop, and in consequence the demand for corn 
is very light. 

The movement of spot cotton has been on 
a grand scale for this season of the year, 
Stocks are now thoroughly exhausted, yet the 
demand for medium and better grades from 
the Carolinas, home mills, Europe and New 
England is constant and nearly in excess of 
supplies. Southern mills are not selling their 

roducts ahead, but have a ready sale for 
heir outputs. 


Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 23.—Cotton futures opened |! 
point higher to 3 points lower, with some 
change in sentiment on reports of beneficial 
showers in Texas.

Chicago, July 23.—TAquidation by ‘‘pyramid 
bullders’’ was the feature of the grain trade 
today, September wheat, corn-and oats closing 
at declines of 2@2%, 4% and 2%c respective- 
ly. The tone- was very nervous, Provisions 
closed a shade higher. 

In corn speculative interest centered as 
usual. Before the opening Kansas City report- 
ed scarcely more than a trace of rain. The 
feeling, however, was at such a nervous ten- 
sion that it threw that portion of the longs 
into the dealings on small margins into semi- 
panic and at the tap of the opening gong Sep- 
tember was for sale from 59 to 55c, the latter 
figure being 4%c under yesterday’s close. This 
slump uncovered ‘stop loss orders which 
‘‘pyramid builders’’ had put back of their pur- 
chases, and the decline did not stop till Sep- 
tember was quoted at 54%. It had taken but 
a few minutes in the runaway movement to 
send the market down and a recovery to 
57%c followed almost as quickly on the weath- 
er map, which came out as dry as there were 
not wanting reports claiming that when the 
excitement was over it would be found that 
from one-third to ome-half of the crop said 
to nave been wiped out had been saved. Even 
these cptimists, however, were compelled to 
admit their hopes were based on immediate 
rains. September during the afternoon declin-

For the wheat decline there was more rea- 
son in a statistical way than in corn, Cables 
were disappointing, receipts heavy and a 
vastly more favorable prospect reported from 
the spring wheat country. For the Dako- 
tas and Minnesota there were indications of 
rain. Reports claimed damages In some in- 
stances running from 5 to 15 per cent, while 
one wire was to the effect that the spring 
wheat crop might turn out to be a ‘*bumper. 
Added to the influence of this kind of advices 
was the corn decline.

Weekly Weather and Crop Bulletin. 


Washington, July 23.—Following is the 
weather bureau’s weekly summary of the crop 
conditions: 

‘Intense heat has prevailed another week 
throughout the states of the central valleys and 
middle Rocky mountain region, with only 
local showers over limited scattered areas. 
Portions of the middle and south Atlantic 
states continue to suffer from. excessive ois- 
ture, but very favorable temperatures have 
teen experienced in these districts. 

‘The outlook for corn is less favorable than 
at the close of the+ previous week. In Ne- 


ee ef 


braska, Kansas, Oklahoma and Missouri early’ 


corn is practically ruined. With early and 
abundant rains in tbese states late corn 
would probably make half a crop or less. The 
condition of the crop in Iowa is more favor- 
able than in the before-mentioned states, and 
copious rains, with moderate temperac.ures 
within a week would greatly improve pros- 
pects for a large part of the ¢rop. In Illinols, 
Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee, more 
particularly the western portions. of the two 
last named states, corn is now seriously in 
need of rain. 

‘‘Moisture has caused considerable injury to 
winter wheat in shock In the middle Atlantic 
states. Harvesting continues where unfinish- 
ed, in the more northerly sections east of the 
Rocky mountains and in general progress on 
the north Pacific coast. 

“Spring wheat harvest has begun over the 
couthern portion of the spring wheat .region, 
where, as a result of premature ripening, the 
yield and quality is much impaired. Over the 
northern portion, where the crop is now ripen- 
ing, its condition continues promising. 

“‘In portions of Mississippi, Alabama, Geor- 
gia and Floridg, the condition of cotton has 
improved, but in the two last named states 
and in the Carolinas it has suffered from lack 
of cultivation. Ratn is greatly needed in Ten- 
nessee and over the western portion of the cot- 
ton belt, where, however, the crop is gen- 
erally withstanding the drought: well. * Fruit- 
ing at the top continues to be reported from 
the central and western districts, and through- 
out the belt the plant is small. 

‘In the Ohio valley, Tennessee and Wiscon- 
sin, tobacco is suffering much from drought, 
especially in western Kentucky, and has been 
injured in Maryland, elsewhere the crop has 
made favorable progress.’’ 


W. E Small & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, July 23.—Wheat—The weather map 
showed a few slight showers in the corn belt 
and North Dakota with higher temperatures, 
Good rains reported in Missouri. Forecast 
fair, continued warm, with local th»: - 
etorms in Nebraska and Iowa. Our man wired 
from Austin, Minn.: ‘Crop conditions un- 
changed; through harvesting and work in this 
section; corn damaged 25 per cent from heat; 
no immediate prospect for cooler weather.’’ 
There was a rush to sell at the start due 
to disappearing cables and showers in the 
northwest, while the break in coarse grains 
also had its effect.

Tax Digests of Lowndes, Macon, Fan- 
nin, Mitchell and Dougherty. 


DADE COUNTY FALLS SHORT 


Increase in Lowndes Due Largely to 
Cotton Factories. 


MITCHELL COUNTY STRIDES FORWARD 


Tax Returns Indicate That the In- 
dustrial Development Is Confined 
to South and Middle Georgia. 


The tax digests of five counties of the 
state received yesterday at the oflice of 
Comptroller General Wright show an 
aggregate increase over last vear of more 
than a million dollars. No one of the 
larger counties of Georgia or thosg with 
the greater population are among the 
five, and, should the gain in the smaller 
counties come up to the average already 
set for the year, the aggregate increase 
in the property of the whole will be 
larger than ever before in a single vear. 

The county of Lownées shows the re- 
markable increase of $421,113, and it is in- 
teresting to note that fully one-half of 
this gain is due to the establishment of 
cotton manufactories.

HER GENEROUS PATRON 


All the talk that is heard these days 
about labor and capital brings about dis- 
cussions pertaining to every phase of it, 
and on the one hand is heard sympathy 
for the laboring class; on the other the 
rights of the ‘‘money makers” are nmp- 
held. 

That the rich or more properly speaking, 
the more prosperous are frequently care- 
less of their obligations to the poor no 
one can doubt, nor can it be denied that 
the poor will sometimes deliberately take 
advantage of their benefactors or fail to 
appreciate them, 

“Did you get the 75 cents, sonny?” asked 
the delicate looking woman sewing, of 
her little boy as he sought her where she 
was earning a dollar a day doing plain 
sewing in the home of a woman—a verita-. 
ble benefactor.”’ 

‘No, maw,” was the reply, “and ghe 
said she’d send it when she got ready 
and that she didn’t want to be bothered 
about it any more.”’ 

Then the working woman complained to 
her benefactor: “I have been trying to 
get that money for six weeks, but not a 
cent can I collect. I take in Nght work at 
night, and as I kept the garment made 
three days, I only charged for the work 
on it 75 cents, thinking I could collect it 
at once, as the lady for whom I made it 
is able to pay almost any price. She 
seems to think, however, that because it 
is such a little sum that it does not 
amount to much and that she ought not 
to be annoyed by being dunned for it. 
It amounts to a great deal to me, for I 
am depending on the money I earn on 
my night job to pay for the children’s 
books when school begins in the fall. 

“I Know she will pay it some day, but I 
need it now,’’ she continued, ‘‘and I do 
not think I should be neglected.” 

The lady failing in her obligations is one 
that is in the habit of paying her bills 
promptly. No doubt she settles up regu- 
larly with her grocer and probably paid 
him as much as $65.75 last week, but why 
on earth doesn’t she let the grocer, the 
rich dry goods merchants and the swell 
modiste wait for the small amount of 75 
cents on their bills of hundreds 4/f dollars 
and remgmber to pay the miserable pit- 
tance of 75 cents to the poor woman who 
lives in the alley... Yes, she will be there 
at any time and it can be sent to her at 
any time, but it should have been paid 
that very evening, the little barefooted 
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boy brought the garment to his mother’s 
patron and said: SHe@e it is. Maw hopes 
you like it. It is"76 cents.”” He was as 
disappointed as the mother when it was 
not paid, because he has been told: 
‘“‘Never mind, you can go to school in the 
fall because I'll save the money I earn 
on night work.’”’ f 

Many a trip has the little boy made to 
the back door of the big house, and been 
told that he could not get what he want- 
ed. In later years he will be urged 
upon to learn his part of the labor prob- 
lem; he will be impressed with the idea 
that it is the only way to protect his in- 
terest; “‘the poor are appressed by the 
rich,’’ he will hear... He will recall the 
incident of how day after day he went 
to collect the 75 cents for his mother, and 
how after all the lady moved away and it 
was never paid, and he will be convinced 
that the rich do oppress the poor, and he 
will act accordingly. 

But as the woman who sews told to her 
benefactor the story leading up to the 
reflectionS herein expressed she neglect- 
ed to acknowledge that whereas she was 
charging her present patron $1.00 a day, 
she had been previously working for 75 
cents a day at a neighboring house.

men must unite and 40 something to pro- 
tect themselves but, again, if they do, 


won't their patrons have to unite to pro- . 


True, the patrons must 
have their sewing done, but just as sure 
the working woman Must have sewing to 
do. The obligationS are balanced, and 
whereas the careles8 woman who neg- 
lects to. pay her poor seamstress what 
she owes her is unworthy the title ‘‘wo- 
man,’’ the woman who sews must not 
forget her obligations to the patron 
whom she can rely upon and who has 
proved herself a friend in need—a friend 
indeed.
